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[Music] good morning america continues to mourn from washington's national cathedral to the small towns of 
this country the fallen are remembered as the search and recovery efforts go on at ground zero today 
saturday september 15 2001. from nbc news this is a special edition of today attack on america with katie 
couric and matt lauer [Music] and welcome to today on this saturday morning you're looking at a live shot in 
lower manhattan as the recovery efforts continue i'm matt lauer and i'm katie couric of course the days go by 
but people still in a state of shock and the enormity of these attacks is becoming more and more apparent 
across the country americans are touched by this tragedy every neighborhood has flags flying of course 
there were candlelight vigils friday night in towns and cities across this country in boston early this morning 
logan airport the origination point for two of the doomed hijacked planes reopened and there is word of an 
arrest of a material witness in the case but it has certainly been a time for remembrance after a prayer 
service the national cathedral attended by former presidents members of congress the cabinet and grief- 
stricken members of the washington community president bush came here to new york city to visit the 
devastation that was once the twin towers he spoke to rescue workers this nation stands with the good 
people of new york city and new jersey and connecticut as we mourn the loss 
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as we mourn the loss of thousands of our citizens i can hear you [Applause] i can hear you the rest of the 
world hears you and the people and the people who knock these buildings down will hear all of us soon 
[Applause] a little later the president spent two hours with the family members of missing police officers and 
firefighters meanwhile matt the pentagon is planning to call up at least 35 thousand reservists beginning as 
early as this weekend officials say they would be called to active duty for a period of no longer than two 
years and that they would be used for homeland defense including patrols of u.s airspace the congress 
approved the use of military force and 40 billion dollars to help in the cleanup and recovery and to fight 
terrorism the pentagon has named the investigation into the terrorist attacks pent bomb pen is short for 
pentagon the 2t stand for the twin towers of the world trade center and bomb bom stands for the hijacked 
planes that were essentially used as bombs and the investigation into tuesday's attacks is moving into high 
gear today authorities have arrested one man and detained two others for questioning they think that all 
three may have important information we're going to get the latest from nbc's pete williams who's in denver 
this morning pete good morning matt good morning to you that man arrested when he had false identification 
in new york authorities not satisfied with his answer so they're holding him as a material witness but as for 


what federal officials consider one of their hottest leads it's the detention of two other men stopped on a train 
investigators believe they may have important information about the terrorist support network senior officials 
now say the fbi is very

senior officials now say the fbi is very eager to find out exactly what the two men were up to when they were 
detained wednesday on an amtrak train in texas authorities say the two ayub khan and mohamed asmath 
boarded an airplane in newark on tuesday the day of the suicide plane attacks bound for san antonio getting 
off the plane when it was grounded by the faa in st louis they then boarded an amtrak train but were detained 
in texas after getting into an argument during the train ride federal agents say the two were carrying box 
cutting knives similar to the ones the fbi says were used by the hijackers to intimidate passengers 
investigators have been questioning the men in texas saying they've been somewhat cooperative not saying 
that they weren't cooperative we talked to them of course but now authorities plan to question them further in 
new york and a senior government official tells nbc news he believes they likely have information about the 
terrorist network responsible for this week's attacks the fbi is also circulating a list of more than 100 names of 
suspected associates of the hijackers and people who authorities believe may have useful information but so 
far no one is accused of being in on the attack if we believe that there is somebody in the united states who 
was associated with with this conspiracy and we had evidence upon which to base a charge we would have 
and would level that charge officials also say they found what they believe is a computer used by one of the 
hijackers containing plans about the hijacking but nothing they say about any further attacks pete i want to go 
back to the one person who was arrested here in new york is it my understanding that that is the same 
person who was arrested on that plane at jfk on thursday during that incident that we thought was irrelevant 
uh taken off the plane that's right they don't believe that he posed any risk they don't they're not detaining 
him because they believe he intended to do anything illegal on that airplane the reason is they still are not 
satisfied with his explanation about why he was getting on the plane 
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getting on the plane the problem with his identification papers doesn't add up and they are not at all satisfied 
with the answers he's giving him giving investigators so that's why they're holding him on a material witness 
warrant that's indeed what these are often for it allows you to hold someone even though you don't have 
criminal charges against them because you believe they could aid the investigation all right nbc's pete 
williams in denver this morning pete thanks very much now here's katie matt from coast to coast americans 
came together and joined hands during the night at candlelight vigils to mourn the dead and pray for the 
people still missing nbc's kelly o'donnell is at the armory and lower manhattan a gathering point for families 
looking for information about their loved ones kelly good morning good morning katie another difficult day 
about to begin here the center behind me should open within the hour to welcome families of the missing for 
what is a place of very competing emotions they come with their photos they come together often looking for 
hope or answers few find those things but they are also here to bring identifying information that would 
ultimately help identify their loved ones the kinds of personal details that officials would need to make 
positive identifications this place is a gathering spot for those who are so personally touched by this strategy 
tragedy but across the country there are expressions by so many people who feel a need to come together 
public expressions of grief that are quite personal out of sadness beyond measure comes connection 
strangers neighbors find comfort in public places after seeing so many people drop from that building i need 
to be here to recognize their passing and hope that there are survivors it was horrible new york's union 
square a gathering at times silent and steady hopefully there's still hope in a miracle and i'm optimistic 
[Music] from day to the glow of candlelight they stayed 
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to the glow of candlelight they stayed in new york and beyond the power of symbols american flags tribute 
pride and patriotism and the belief in our freedom liberty and our greatness and this is what we're all about in 
america at west point 3 500 cadets act out a tradition of respect never seen publicly before the academy 
allowing pictures of this ritual for the very first time uniforms of another type another bond american airlines 
flight attendants honor colleagues lost among so many victims and outpouring overseas as well a moment of 
silence in london another observed at the eiffel tower in paris flowers and sympathies on display in germany 
expressions near and far that acknowledge the unthinkable loss and encourage comfort in coming together 
after tragedies like these there are often symbols of course with hostages we've seen yellow ribbons there 
were the teddy bears at the fence in oklahoma city at least in the last several hours it seems candles are a 
symbol of this tragedy across new york and neighborhoods far from here you've seen candles lit in the night 
hours also across the country because the whole nation was attacked and feels personally affected by this 
there isn't one place for that spontaneous memorial so candles across the country seem to be at least in 
these hours a way for people to show a sign of togetherness and respect for the dead and perhaps many 
people describing to us a sense of getting prepared for what may come when the u.s ultimately acts in some 
form of a strike back katie all right kelly o'donnell kelly thanks very much it was certainly a very moving site in 
my neighborhood and of course in neighborhoods all across the country it is 7 10 now here's matt katie thank 
you let's get the latest on the search for the missing and dead at ground zero from nbc's pat dawson who's in 
lower 
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from nbc's pat dawson who's in lower manhattan this morning hi pat good morning good morning matt 
another night of back breaking work and another night of frustration for the in the hunt for survivors here 
behind me you can get just some idea of how much of a monumental task they face that is just one small 
corner of several blocks of wreckage as you see this morning still fires burning still water being poured onto 
part of it we've spoken to some of the emergency workers here who've talked to the searchers and they say 
their mood is growing more somber still the enormous task of digging does go on even though for 72 hours 
no one has been pulled from that wreckage alive despite another day of disappointment hundreds of new 
york's emergency workers dig into the night their efforts though fruitless winning the appreciation of a grateful 
city and the president of the united states thank you for your hard work thank you for making the nation 
proud and may god bless america on a soggy day filled with gray smoke gray skies and even grayer spirits 
firefighters police and rescue teams appeared energized by the president's visit [Applause] a lift sorely 
needed as they continue the tortuous process of sifting the remains of two skyscrapers one bucket at a time 
with nearly 5 000 victims missing four days now it's becoming a race against time but across this stricken city 
thin reads of hope several of the family members said to me please don't stop searching for people there's 
still hope and i want them to know we agree with that there is still hope and we're not going to stop searching 
for people on this wall and several others like it images of the missing desperate pleas posted by loved ones 
unwilling or unable to lose faith his family is waiting for him to come home we all need him home 
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we all need him home and we're going to get him home and as another day passes more stories of hurried 
desperate conversations as the horror unfolded michael allen's brother was high up in the north tower i 
called him on his cell phone and he was alive and he was scared and he said send help for michael allen's 
brother and 4 700 others the help has arrived in the form of an army of dedicated searchers the question is is 
it too late matt all right pat dawson in lower manhattan this morning pat thanks very much 12 past the hour 
here's katie thanks matt new york city police officer sam esposito is one of the lucky ones after freeing 
several victims of tuesday's world trade center collapse he was knocked unconscious and trapped under the 
rubble luckily he escaped and he's got his own very dramatic story of survival officer esposito sam thanks 
very much for coming in how are you how are you feeling i should mention that you what did you break your 
wrist and broke your kneecap yeah and you have a cast all the way up to here and you're in a fair amount of 
pain this morning i'd say so yes but you're obviously feeling extremely fortunate aren't you you were on 
vacation sam i know that this past week you were scheduled to be on vacation tell me how you happen to to 


come upon this horrific scene i had to appear at headquarters at nine o'clock i had a nine o'clock appearance 
to go and pick up some paperwork and when i got there headquarters had been closed they were evacuating 
everybody so at that point i just decided that i was going to go home but the trains had stopped and there 
was no way out of the area that i was in and when you looked up you could see the world trade center on fire 
so you just right there as you're trained to do to try to help well i went up to several police officers and a 
couple of sergeants and i said look i'm off duty i didn't have any identification on me at the time but i said i'm 
willing to do whatever it is to help because i saw the 
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whatever it is to help because i saw the panic in the streets you got to the scene after the building at the 
tower on the left which was the second tower after that had collapsed i was at the scene before either one of 
them collapsed but when the first one collapsed i never realized you didn't realize that a building even 
collapsed at that point you just heard a rumble you didn't know it collapsed and you saw people running in 
the streets so obviously we were trying to escape from the dust and the rubble that was coming towards us 
but i didn't realize that the building had fell at that point because you really couldn't see it the smoke had 
encased the whole entire building the the other tower the one with the antenna on it that was the one that i 
could visibly and the people that were with me could visibly see bernie you then saw it collapsed then we 
watched it collapse and then at that point we just ran we ran around the corner into a car door so that when 
the dust and the rubble started shooting down i believe it was vesey street we were hidden inside of a 
doorway so that the dust would pass us past us after that happened then i ran out to see if there were any 
survivors and i ran right into towards the trade center because i knew that there were firemen and police 
officers who were buried i knew that there were people that were trapped what happened when you got into 
that building that had pretty much collapsed were you able to well i didn't what happened was i ran to the site 
and i opened up every door of every vehicle whether it be a police car a fire truck an ambulance i opened 
every door to make sure that there was nobody trapped inside of there when i realized that there was nobody 
trapped most of the vehicles were on fire i went to the doorway of the building to see if there were any 
trapped police officers or firemen inside of the building because obviously the building had just fell and it took 
everybody by surprise when i ran inside the building i was i was yelling out is there anybody in there that 
needs help does anybody hear me does anybody need help and unfortunately you can hear the cries of 
people inside the rubble and you're pretty much helpless at that point you know you're trying to get 
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point you know you're trying to get closer to them but the flames are very very strong and intense and they 
were begging for help which i think must be a something that has haunted you ever since those people yeah 
you couldn't there was nothing humanly possible that i can do and i just stood there i i didn't know what to do 
and i just continued forward because i knew that there may be somebody in there that i could help and there 
were several people that were on the floor and they they needed assistance getting up but they pretty much 
weren't hurt and i showed them where the door was and i ran back in and because i figured if there were 
several people there there had to be more around the car door you did help five people get out of that 
building i mean we shouldn't minimize your tremendous contribution and i'm sure those five people are very 
very grateful that you help them you also convinced an older firefighter is that no he would no he what 
happened was when i i was inside the building and there was a daycare i don't know what building i just 
remember seeing a daycare and across from the daycare i heard an old man saying i'm over here i'm over 
here and when i went inside the room there there was this old man on on the floor you know with his radio 
listening to everything and i said you know you got to go and he said would you believe that i'm the the 
deputy fire warden of this building and i said well i have to get you out of here that this building is not stable 
it's going to fall and he said but this is my job and i said i have to get you out of the end and i asked him i said 
what's your name and he said i believe he said arthur but i remember spellman and i said well mr spellman 
i'm police officer esposito and you're gonna have to listen to me put your arm around my shoulder and we 
have to leave and all he cared about was the building and the fact that he couldn't do his job efficiently and 
he felt so bad and he wanted to get his sunglasses he needed his glasses because the smoke was really 


bad but he held on to his radio because he said the last bombing they didn't have a radio and this time he 
wanted a radio with him and that really was you know and he goes would you believe i'm 74 years old and i 
said well you want to make it to 75 we want

well you want to make it to 75 we want to get you out of here and i just i literally took him and made him get 
out of the building then you of course had your own terrifying experience what happened to you next well as 
we were leaving the building i said to him i said mr spellman let me ask you a question is there anybody else 
in there do i need to go back in he goes there's a daycare in there but i don't Know if all the kids gotta get out 
i think they got out he said but i'm not sure i said okay and i brought him to the ambulance and i said to the 
ems worker i he was found inside the building and i ran back in the building to see if there were any kids in 
there and at that point when i went inside the building i found the daycare there were no kids um it must have 
been a great relief by the way yes it was i overturned all the chairs and then i ended up in a bank i i don't 
there must have been a bank in there or something and i went to the bank and i looked around and made 
sure that there was nobody in there when i went back out into the lobby i asked again is there anybody here 
that i can help and unfortunately you still hear the voices saying they're screaming in the fires and they're 
saying help me and i said okay i'm gonna i from trying to direct myself to the voice i directed myself up the 
stairs to the second floor where i really thought that i could hear the voices and unfortunately they were faint 
and they really couldn't hear them and then you got trapped what happened was i ended up in ai ended up 
in a dentist office because i remember seeing dental chairs and tools and there must have been a dental 
office on the second floor and i ended up in the kitchen of the dental office and at that point um there was 
some kind of explosion i don't know what had happened there was some kind of explosion i got knocked out i 
don't know how long i was out i don't know how long i was in the building i know that when you were in the 
kitchen the dental office you were at least able to get some rags and put them well after i after i got up i was 
unconscious at the time when i got up and i tried to get my bearings because i was very very dizzy with the 
room filled with smoke very quickly so i took rags and put them underneath the door and i was able to um get 
the water out of the refrigerator and put a rag on my face i covered 
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and put a rag on my face i covered myself with water so that the smoke wouldn't bother me and how did you 
ultimately get out what would happen was i heard radio transmissions and i heard the firemen going over the 
radio transmission saying it's time to get out it's time to get out the building is unstable and i opened up the 
door and i came out of the room and i said to the firemen i screamed out i'm over here i'm over here and the 
firemen came and got me and thank god for them because i i don't think i would have gotten out of there at 
all and of course so many lost their lives being heroic just as as you tried to do and as you were i know you 
don't like that word but you know what i know we've spoken about that i do want to say that i feel relieved 
and i feel very comfortable that the mayor and the police commissioner and the fire commissioner have really 
made it worth our while to be police officers and to be public servants and i really feel proud that i was able to 
help in the smallest capacity possible i feel proud today that i'm a police officer and i'll tell you i never felt as 
proud as i have up to this time and i it's all ii really i really applaud the mayor i feel that the mayor has done a 
wonderful job keeping morale up on this job which you know as you know morale wasn't always up at many 
points but at this point i think morale is at at a very high and i'm very proud of that well you have every every 
reason to feel proud as do well i applaud the new yorkers and you know i applaud everybody i think that new 
york really came together in this one sam esposito take care of yourself sam and thanks so much for coming 
in we appreciate it 721 now here's matt all right katie thank you very much president bush is at camp david 
today after an emotional visit to new york city on friday to see that devastation firsthand nbc's david gregory 
is traveling with the president david good morning to you it must have been a difficult afternoon for the 
president it was a difficult afternoon for both the president and everybody who was with him in new york city 
i'll get to that in just a minute let me bring you up to date on the weekend's activities the president is here 
with his entire national security 
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here with his entire national security team at camp david officials say they'll convene a series of meetings to 
plan the next stage of this crisis the president also planning on delivering his weekly radio address here 
officials saying part of the point of that is not just to mourn and share that sentiment with the rest of the 
country but it's also to begin to educate the country about the next challenge the next stage of this crisis 
going back to the president in new york yesterday we have some of those pictures he toured some of the 
devastation immediately surrounding the world trade center just about a hundred yards from it i was there 
with him as he inspected initially building number seven which is where the secret service was located uh in 
that building one note about security it has certainly been stepped up here the secret service thinks it's 
exceedingly good since they've cranked it up this weekend all right david gregory with the president at camp 
david this morning david thanks very much we're going to have much more on this saturday morning but first 
this is today on nbc [Music] live shot on new york city we're going to talk to teens about the events of this 
week coming up in just a few minutes we're back right after these messages saturday all day macy's one day

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we're gonna go to ann curry who is in downtown manhattan she's been down there for the last several days 
and good morning good morning to you matt listen i just took a walk down close to the world trade center 
complex and i can tell you that building number seven which is the building right behind me when you get 
close up to it you can see that there are several plumes of water still being poured onto the hot spots that are 
still burning now on saturday after this tuesday disaster so they're still obviously concerned about flare-ups 
you know whenever they open up one of these pockets and oxygen comes in basically the flames down the 
heat down below is exposed to oxygen there is always that risk that there will be flames that come up and 
the fire continues but clearly it is still smoldering also i took a walk further down matt down to the south tower 
and the activity is still strong there's a lot of activity the firefighters uh and the police officers and the 
construction workers and the national guards personnel are very active the mood is high uh you know they're 
so focused still on on finding survivors as but as one firefighter has put it we all have the same drive to find to 
try to keep hoping that we will bring someone out alive but time is against us there is an increasing uh 
realization that that is going to become tougher and tougher especially now that it's been now nearly three 
days since anyone who was in the tower towers when they originally went down has been pulled out alive 
that we have reported to you about people being rescued since that time since wednesday but they were all 
rescuers people who had fallen into holes and landslides and who were rescued by their fellow rescuers after 
because they are in such a hazardous uh condition i mean the situation is extremely dangerous for these 
people and and because of all of what they're seeing the toll has been tremendous a psychiatrist who's been 
counseling the rescuers for trauma told me quote 
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the rescuers for trauma told me quote i'm sure many will have acute stress even post-traumatic reactions 
and then he continued on saying this is overwhelming for anyone what is extraordinary is that that didn't 
deter these guys from doing their jobs and matt they are still doing their jobs at this hour back to you and i 
know you've been there as i mentioned for several days now when you go back to the same locations do you 
notice a lot of progress in terms of removal of the rubble with mayor giuliani said they're taking something 
like a hundred dump trucks a night away from that location i can tell you i do see progress specifically at the 
one location that i have been to repeatedly uh since in the last 24 hours specifically at the corner of liberty 
and church at that corner which is the south side of the south tower i can tell you that i have since 7 30 
yesterday morning have seen that mound decrease by at least 30 feet so i they are making tremendous 


progress matt all right ann ann curry in lower manhattan this morning we appreciate it very much and we're 
back right after this today we've had a national tragedy [Music] [Applause] [Music] alert you have reached the 
end of the internet you have seen everything there is to see please go back now 
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we're back with more of this special edition of today attack on america on this saturday morning the 15th day 
of september the year 2001. you're looking at a live picture of lower manhattan now that the smoke has 
cleared somewhat the empty space where the world trade center and the glistening twin towers once stood 
is even more haunting of course the new york skyline will never be the same i'm katie couric here in studio 
1a along with matt lauer there have been untold acts of kindness following this horrific tragedy in fact 
hundreds of volunteers have been lining up to offer their help these people were waiting patiently for hours to 
get inside the javits center here in manhattan to complete forms indicating their skills believe it or not there 
were often more volunteers than there was work undaunted the volunteers remained hopeful that they would 
be called on to help the outpouring of support not only here in new york throughout the country and in fact 
the world has been dramatic and of course very heartwarming i guess you can understand it because really 
no one has been left unmoved by this unspeakable tragedy as americans attempt to heal they're also asking 
some questions like why and who and investigators are hard at work looking for answers so far four of the 
black boxes from the doomed jetliners have been found two from the plane that hit the pentagon and two 
from the plane that went down in pennsylvania nbc's robert hager has been following all the developments 
and he's at washington's reagan national airport with the latest bob good morning good morning matt well the 
latest find was last night and it could be the most important the cockpit voice recorder from the pennsylvania 
crash i say the cockpit voice recorder is more important than the other kind of recorder the flight data 
recorder because it gives you the actual sounds of what was going 
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you the actual sounds of what was going on in the cockpit unless the hijackers disabled it the cockpit voice 
recorder in the pentagon crash found yesterday was too damaged by the heat but this one from 
pennsylvania appears to be in good condition they say it was found late last night under 25 feet of rubble it's 
now been brought to the ntsb lab here in washington where they should be listening to it about now 
meantime the nation's airlines hope to use this weekend to clear out the last of the stranded passengers and 
get back toward a normal schedule by the start of next week until now only about half as many planes as 
normal have been flying lots of cancellations and at some airports long waits at ticket counters the line starts 
outside goes on goes to the on ramp comes back goes inside comes back outside it zigzags like i've never 
seen before at chicago o'hare the red cross served coffee to the many still stranded even telephoning for 
reservations was hard they're not answering it's going into an immediate busy signal i tried for three and a 
half hours this morning trying to get through i've been to the airport twice security as promised was heavy 
guards with explosive sniffing dogs many bags searched by hand they're going through your clothes you 
know your dirty clothes everything so you know you gotta sit here while they just rummage through all your 
stuff and at this terminal in los angeles two checkpoints for each passenger but many still shaken by events 
find the extra security reassuring i was queasy at first but then i'm like okay at least i know they're taking the 
steps and stuff they take are necessary by monday morning most airlines hope to be back to normal 
schedules this airport alone here reagan national is the only one to remain closed now boston logan which 
had been closed until now open this morning this one stays closed because of its sensitive position just so 
close to the white house and capital matt all right bob hager in washington this morning bob thank you 33 
past the hour here's katie matt thanks the nation's airlines are slowly getting back to business today but with 
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back to business today but with thousands of stranded passengers and a security clamp down delays are 
inevitable if you want to know what to do or you just don't want to fly at all today travel editor peter greenberg 
is here with some advice peter good morning morning first of all give me a sense of what's going on across 


the country with the airlines in terms of the number of planes that are in the air and and how many are 
operating et cetera they're operating about a 35 percent capacity meaning of the frequency of their flights uh 
and they're not going to really get back up to speed again really for another 72 hours because they've got to 
reposition these planes they've got to find the crews to fly them remember they weren't just passengers 
stranded they were crew stranded so they got they got to get back together i was going to say the first 
priority is those people whose planes were diverted who were on their way to locations on tuesday morning 
and who had to basically make emergency landings at different airports correct at that time that it happened 
on tuesday about 200 000 passengers estimated that were stranded a lot of them are still waiting to get 
home because there's a domino effect first of all you got to get the planes back to where they've got to go to 
begin with and then you've got to get these people where they were originally supposed to go so hopefully by 
monday most of those people will get back tell me about delays at the airport what sort of is a typical delay or 
is anything typical now there is nothing typical everybody's doing this from scratch again i mean if anybody 
goes to fly today for example security is going to be extra extra tight because it's a knee-jerk reaction to what 
happened on tuesday so security officers will be doing everything by the book today which is inevitable going 
to be causing delays well what have you been hearing from people who you know who have been flying in 
terms of how long it's taken them to get get off the ground well just to get to the counter to check your bags in 
because there's no more curbside baggage check in that can take up to two hours so it can get it happened 
at newark yesterday when continental tried to get their flights going again it was at least a two-hour delay just 
to get to the counter to check your bags let's talk about security measures because as bob hager reported 
these northwest airline employees i think it was in phoenix actually brought a corkscrew and a some kind of 
pen knife through 
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a some kind of pen knife through security to prove a point that they could get by and of course they got in 
some trouble but they did prove a point didn't they yes in fact once they did it they actually reported that they 
did it and that's how they got in trouble they actually announced that they did it after the fact the problem is 
we've gone from a situation traditionally where airline security has nothing been more than a psychological 
deterrent against truly emotionally disturbed people and now we're moving into a new phase where it's going 
to have to become a physical deterrent the question is how much of a physical deter is the american public 
willing to pay for well do you think that there are going to there is going to be a call for beefed up security i 
mean and that we might take a few pages from say ella the israeli air airliner well sure you know if you go 
back to what they just announced it's really a carbon copy of what we instituted during the gulf war no 
curbside check-in airlines not carrying mailer or cargo and the actual perimeter screening at the airport 
where you actually have to show a ticket to get to the airport or even to the gate but there's one thing that the 
airlines haven't done yet and that's domestic baggage passenger bag matching meaning if you can get ona 
plane and check your bag in and then decide not to get on the plane will your bag still fly internationally that 
won't be the case if you check in for a flight overseas and elect not to get on the plane after you check your 
bag in that plane will not leave the ground until your bags are removed because they know you did not board 
that plane with your bags in this country it's a big issue the question is are the airlines or the public willing to 
pay for that well let me ask you a couple of questions about consumers first you say people should get paper 
tickets not electronic well right now it's no longer just a suggestion it's an admonition because a receipt from 
an airline right now for an e-ticket is not necessarily going to get you the gate you got to show a tangible 
negotiable paper document that's also going to cause a delay what if you have a ticket or you've made 
reservations you've decided you're not interested in flying right now well what the airlines have done almost 
across the board is if you're holding a ticket between september 11th and september 25th they will give you 
a full refund without any fees or penalties or or any kind of restrictions or they'll give you the option some 
airlines will say to you it's okay you can hold on to your ticket and use it anytime between now and let's say 
the middle of november without any penalties 
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middle of november without any penalties and some airlines are giving you a whole year to use it all right and 
this is going to be this going to have a huge economic impact on the airline industry uh analysts say they've 
lost about 250 million dollars every single day that's right this happened well right now there's some 
legislation even being introduced yesterday as a matter of fact to try to get a rescue package financially for 
some of the airlines that may be low on cash reserves when you're losing 250 million dollars a day it doesn't 
take a math change to figure out you may be in trouble all right peter greenberg peter thanks very much up 
next we're going to remember a chaplain who gave his life while ministering to his flock of firefighters but first 
these messages for decades there was one man in new york who could be counted on in times of crisis but 
tuesday's attack on the world trade center not only changed the landscape of this city it also took away a 
beloved voice of compassion [Music] he was always one of the first to arrive at the scene of a major fire or 
catastrophe [Music] tuesday morning was no different father michael judge rushed to the devastated world 
trade center immediately after hearing of the tragedy within minutes of his arrival the beloved fireman's 
chaplain always there to minister to fallen city workers was himself a victim of the collapsing towers a man 
whose words always seem to provide comfort we're here to thank god for all that we have no matter what our 
faith is to thank him for the blessings of being americans and being able to choose our leaders and those 
who will take care of us and see that we have peace at home and now many rescue workers are wondering 
without 68-year-old father michael judge who will take care of them in their time of need father michael judge 
will be laid to 
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father michael judge will be laid to rest today fire captain kenneth erb from engine company one and ladder 
company 24 was a close friend and comrade for the past eight years he's outside new york saint francis of 
assisi church captain herb good morning our condolences good morning can you tell me a little about your 
relationship with father judge uh well i met father judge in 1993 when i was assigned to engine company one 
as time went on i got to be very close to him as well as all the other firefighters at the west 31st street 
firehouse he was the chaplain to the fire department but we we were lucky here at the west 31st street fight 
house because he parked his car here and he lived across the street at saint francis of a [ ___ ] and so uh he 
was one of the gang you know uh he'd come in the firehouse he with us he'd hang out and uh we we got to 
see him quite often and uh he was our spiritual leader but he was he was our buddy too he was a big guy i 
know he was quite a striking presence when he walked through the streets of this city in sandals in a brown 
robe i've heard a lot of people captain describe him as a father figure can can you tell me more about that um 
well you know if you had a problem you could always go to father mike and um i often did myself and like i 
had said the other day to somebody uh i i you know i would only speak to him about things that i i would 
speak to my own father about he was a father figure he was your your friend and uh he he was always there 
for you he was i never met anybody like him in my life and this is a a big void in our lives right now it has 
been reported that he he died administering last rites to another firefighter that he was right there trying to 
help his comrades and his associates as that building came down how are the men and women of the fire 
company 
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men and women of the fire company holding up um well here at the west 31st street firehouse we counting 
mike we've lost four people uh and as horrific as that sounds there are so many fire companies that have so 
much more casualties than than we do uh it's a very difficult thing at this point in time you know you'd like to 
say look down the road and see the light at the end of the tunnel but we really don't see any and so each day 
we just we just take it each day at a time and some some time in the future i don't know maybe things will 
come together but right now we don't know what the future holds and we just have to go day by day i and 
everybody's prayers and god can get us through this captain herb it was uh father judge's role as chapter 
chaplain to talk to the families of fallen firefighters and you mentioned three other firefighters from your 
company have died as a result of this terrorist activity and that role has now fallen on your shoulders i 
understand to talk to their families well normally in this kind of situation when there's a line of duty death the 
fight department will have certain procedures to send somebody out to the family and with a spiritual leader 


such as father mike and uh once that we had identifications on our comrades uh myself and a former captain 
of latitude four bob keys was now as a battalion chief went out about one or two o'clock in the morning i had 
to make some notifications and the tough part was normally we'd have father mike willis but you know we're 
laying him to rest today and uh so we had to do things kind of on our own and take the initiative and yes it 
was very difficult but i felt father mike's presence with us 
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i felt father mike's presence with us and he kind of somehow got us through it as difficult as it was captain 
kenneth herb captain our condolences to you and your colleagues and to all of their families thank you very 
much you're welcome 45 past the hour we're back right after this [Music] in sub-suburbs around new york 
city it seems like practically everyone commutes to wall street one small town ridgewood new jersey is 
missing at least a dozen people nbc's bob dodson went to ridgewood to see how their loved ones are coping 
this is my daughter hi last tuesday the husbands and fathers of these families went off to work at the world 
trade center and did not come back they made their way to an office room and he said it was just smoke it 
was filling with smoke john vandevander an investment trader called his wife ann five times after the second 
plane smashed beneath his window on the 92nd floor the last time to say he loved her the last time i spoke 
to him each time there's more a little more panic and i could hear the panic in the background the last time i 
spoke to him was about five minutes ten minutes before the building collapsed and i know that he was still in 
that room ridgewood is just 15 miles from new york city hundreds who live here work in its financial center at 
least eight of the missing have children in local schools two of them have five children apiece two young 
parents just moved here to take jobs in the financial district danny mcginley was one of those who left five 
kids ages two to twelve his wife peggy he's a great irishman he loved to sing at parties

he was he's a great guy he's very very religious so it's getting me through it because i know that he was 
working his beads as he likes to say danny always carries them in his shirt pocket the 25 000 people who 
live in this village want you to know these missing men are more than just passing faces in a television news 
story richard tadisco would be getting ready to celebrate his 24th anniversary next month mike san phillip 
would be planning the birth of his first grandchild in december his daughter jill you Know it was going to be a 
boy or girl we don't we didn't find out but uh we we already told him if it's a boy it's it's little mike's it's little 
mike so he knows that so we know that he's out there thinking about little mike he's trying to get out yeah 
what can you tell me about mike who would make me remember him oh i'm biased on his best friend for 39 
years i don't know i think he's a great guy what made you fall in love with him i remember the moment he 
turned around he looked so great walking in front of me and i it was a saturday i didn't have a date and i said 
hi and he turned around and i thought oh he's as nice in the front as he was in the back a sentiment voiced 
by everyone here and tadisco remembers her richard he's the nicest guy he's always smiling never had a 
bad thing to say about anybody he was the love of my life no one can keep this week's losses at arm's length 
the family suffered separately until they came together last night somehow coming together like this is helpful 
to me i've been in such a cocoon in my home that i haven't even wanted to know how huge this is i'm not 
sure i care yet how huge it is because it's hit me so personally and just seeing all the 
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so personally and just seeing all the american flags which i didn't know anyone was doing we haven't had the 
tv on since 9 10 or 9 15 that morning all of that is helpful and they gathered to help us remember their loved 
ones i don't want the hijackers on the tv i don't care about their lives i don't care about their country i want 
bush and everybody else to take care of them but you know our lives have been so affected and i want 
everyone to know that these are the people these americans who you know paid their taxes and did the right 
thing they left this little place the feelings their families have for them did not for today bob dodson nbc news

at a donation drop point you can see the remarkable generosity of both private citizens and businesses they 
have really come through in an hour and a time of need it has been really incredibly heartwarming i mean 
businesses throughout the country and in some cases the world are donating millions and millions of dollars 
and of course private citizens are are trying to get involved because i think they feel so helpless and 
powerless and they just want to get in there and do something and we talked last night it was it was moving 
for everyone who lived in new york city and so many other towns and cities across the country when this 
candlelight vigil took place at seven o'clock in my neighborhood people were out on the sidewalks with 
candles talking to one another sometimes holding hands a little weird that there were air force jets flying over 
the city even as that was taking place because of course the president was still here that's right it was quite 
moving you know and one thing that kids can do that we've talked about actually in recent days matt if they 
can get involved you know my kids and i made sandwiches for the rescue workers carries were pretty messy 
because she's only five and she'd write p b and j with the j backwards like most five-year-olds do so hopefully 
they appreciate it even if they were a bit messy and obviously a lot of people are looking for some advice on 
how to talk to their kids about all of this in our next half hour we're going to hold a kind of informal town 
meeting for teens to give them a chance to talk about their concerns following tuesday's terrorist attacks 
we're going to have a child psychiatrist with some important advice on how to cope with anger sadness and 
confusion so if you're a teenager or preteen with some questions you'd like to have addressed you can email 
them to us right now at today.msnbc.com we'll try to get to as many as we can that's coming up in our next 
half hour but first let's get the latest on the military response to tuesday's attacks nbc's jim mccloskey is at 
the pentagon this morning with more on that jim good morning good morning katie the president's entire top 
national security team gathered at camp 
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national security team gathered at camp david already this morning to talk military strategy what steps does 
the u.s take to prosecute this war on terrorism that includes uh not only secretary of state powell secretary of 
defense rumsfeld but the entire top military echelon including the chairman of the joint chiefs of staff general 
hugh shelton but yesterday the president himself took the first military steps in leading this nation to war the 
president's order frees the military to call up to 50 000 reserve troops back to active duty 35 000 in the first 
rollout many to help in the recovery efforts in new york but also air force pilots who still fly round the clock 
combat air cover over new york and washington d.c and sit on alert at 26 military airstrips ready to take off 
within minutes you can't really conduct a sustained military operation without the active involvement of the 
national guard and the reserves it's the biggest reserve call up since the gulf war at fort bragg north carolina 
the army's 82nd airborne training for possible deployment in this new war on terrorism there are no orders to 
go yet but that could change quickly i would only say to our adversaries that that i would warn to watch 
carefully for you are about to see our finest hour in the future back at the pentagon the search continues for 
dozens still buried in the rubble as plans are already underway to rebuild we're finding that it's that it got us 
through this problem and you just learned to love the building like a sailor loves a ship it's now estimated it'll 
take more than a hundred million dollars and three to four years to rebuild what took only seconds and an 
intense hatred to destroy now this reserve call up by president bush according to people here in the 
pentagon is probably one of the first of 
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pentagon is probably one of the first of only many in a war on terrorism that is expected to last many years 
katie all right jim miklaszewski of the pentagon mick thanks very much as always 805. now here's matt katy 
the united states is rounding up diplomatic support today hoping to build a coalition for what president bush 
has called the first war of the 21st century nbc's andrea mitchell is in washington this morning with more on 
that andrea good morning to you good morning matt secretary of state powell says that from now on america 
will judge countries by whether or not they help the u.s fight against the war against terror and he has a very 
special message to afghanistan's taliban rulers who continue to hide osama bin laden to the extent that you 
are providing havens support encouragement and other resources to organizations such as the organization 
headed by mr osama bin laden you need to understand you cannot separate your activities from the activity 
of these perpetrators finding bin laden has been a u.s priority since george bush's father was president but 
the mysterious terrorist eludes capture moving every few days from tent to mud hut to cave disappearing 
after every terror strike he's elusive that's the word you know if you're going after a building if you're going 
after a bunch of tanks in the middle of the desert that's easy but when you're going after one small cell you 
know himself and maybe 20 or 30 followers very very very difficult the u.s used to track him by intercepting 
satellite phone communications until he found out they were listening in now he has moved on to new 
technologies his network has shown a lot of technological sophistication they're able to use the internet they 
have used a variety of different modes of communication and they have certainly with this attack shown that 
they have innovated in fairly dramatic ways 
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have innovated in fairly dramatic ways and bin laden is rich inheriting 300 million dollars before being 
disavowed by his prominent saudi family well able to pay afghanistan's taliban regime to keep protecting him 
some of them hideouts have been provided by the taliban which you know basically provides him with an 
additional sphere of protection because they their own soldiers make sure that no hostile forces enter their 
territory bin laden is also loved in afghanistan for helping them fight the russians a decade ago using 
weapons and trainers from the u.s military indirectly i was training training the people who today are terrorists 
of course at that time they weren't terrorists to us this unprecedented war on terrorism may itself create some 
very strange alliances the us is now talking to russia and iran about helping if it comes to a strike against 
their neighbor afghanistan matt andrea you talked about the fact the united states will now judge countries on 
whether they're helping us or against us the front page of the new york times this morning as a headline u.s 
demands arab countries choose sides and i guess that's what it's boiled down to hasn't it it has boiled down 
to that that is a major message to the arab world and also a message particularly to pakistan and as you 
know pakistan has been struggling with what to do they are caught between afghan warriors on their borders 
they're they've got a very strong public opinion against helping but the word from islamabad today is that the 
pakistanis have agreed to be cooperative now whether or not they really produce remains to be seen this 
would include letting american planes through their airspace letting troops pre-position in pakistan and also 
closing their borders so that bin laden and his men cannot get out all right andrea mitchell in washington this 
morning andrea as always thanks very much thank you coming up next the chilling final moments of 
american airlines flight 11 as seen by the air traffic controllers watching the horror after these messages the 
news was shocking one tower of the 
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the news was shocking one tower of the world trade center on fire a plane slammed into its side at first 
excuse me no one could imagine how it happened but for a group of air traffic controllers monitoring the 
dune planes communications the reason was all too clear here's dateline nbc's chris hanson first day to 
foxtrot traffic 12 o'clock eight miles for the air traffic controllers working at what is called boston center it was 
a routine morning clear skies no major delays but at about 8 20 a.m tuesday they noticed something unusual 
about a 767 flying through their airspace american airlines flight 11 which left boston just 20 minutes earlier 
and was heading to los angeles the flight was at 29 000 feet and there was traffic at that level they gave the 


command by radio signal to the plane to climb to 31 000 feet nothing happened mark clayton a reporter for 
the christian science monitor talked to controllers who not only watched flight 11 on their radar screens but 
were actually able to listen to what was going on in the cockpit clayton agreed not to reveal the controller's 
names clayton says the boston center controllers working in this cement bunker in nashua new hampshire 
tried to contact flight 11 several times when that didn't work they switched to an emergency frequency what 
was said was american 11 do you read there was no response that the controllers could have written off to a 
minor electrical problem but just moments later something startling happened when they weren't able to raise 
them on the emergency frequency the transponder cut out the transponder the electronic device on the plane 
that identifies the jet on the controller's screen gives its exact location and altitude and it has another 
important function the transponder accepts a four digit emergency hijack 
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accepts a four digit emergency hijack code and once it's turned off that code can't be sent now all they could 
do was follow the plane's movement with radar suddenly the plane took a sharp left turn now it was heading 
south in the direction of new york remember flight 11 was supposed to be heading to los angeles what the 
controllers wondered could possibly be going on in the cockpit they were about to find out and become the 
only people not on the flight to actually hear the terrorist plot unfold the plane began its turn and almost 
immediately i'm told it was a sound in the headset of a clear radio signal it was the sounds from the cockpit 
and in the background a voice with a heavy middle eastern accent they knew immediately apparently 
intuition what the guy was saying it was a threatening tone of voice they knew it was a hijack with at least 
one of the hijackers in the cockpit it appears that one of the pilots secretly pushed the talk button on the back 
side of the control wheel known as a yoke the transmissions indicate that at least one of the pilots was at the 
controls much of the way to new york city well it gets a lot more tense obviously the controller that was 
handling the situation i'm told called for backup clayton says that for the next 10 minutes the controllers 
listened as the pilot keyed his mic so the conversation between him and one of the hijackers could be heard 
transmissions were frequently interrupted and air traffic controllers sometimes had trouble understanding 
exactly what was said but they did hear the hijackers say what sounded like don't do anything foolish you're 
not going to get hurt and shortly after that an ominous statement no one understood at the time we have 
more planes we have other planes the controller essentially lives the experience uh he's 
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essentially lives the experience uh he's glued to the console the sounds are piped right into his head through 
the headset and audibly to others it's not a video game it's a you know it's a real thing following usual 
procedure in hijack situations the controllers notified the military and quickly tried to shut down all air traffic in 
the area according to clayton the controllers say the pilot gave no indication that he knew what the hijackers 
had planned for him his passengers and the towering symbol of american ideals at about 8 38 a.m some 
seven minutes before the crash the radio went dead probably because the hijackers were now flying the 
plane clayton says the controllers watched the radar screen in stunned silence as the jet approached the 
manhattan skyline seconds later it vanished they didn't know what had happened there was a television on in 
the control center and controllers saw the first news bulletins that there was smoke coming out of the north 
tower of the world trade center a sickening feeling came over them there is a personal connection there 
between the controller and the pilot and even though the pilot apparently was not speaking much if at all for 
most of that time he was communicating with them the word traumatized was used with respect to the 
controller he was you know in pretty bad shape american airlines flight 11 with 92 people on board had 
slammed into the skyscraper they wondered why the hijackers would do something like that 17 minutes later 
they and the whole world have a pretty good idea that was dateline nbc's chris hansen the fbi is analyzing 
those recordings made 
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fbi is analyzing those recordings made by the air traffic controllers they could prove to be crucial because the 
planes black boxes or those planes black boxes may never be found matt what a chilling story katie a lot has 
been said about the internet in recent years that it would change the way we live and bring people together 
from all around the world as nbc's george lewis reports for the most part this week it's lived up to its spilling 
the power of the internet on display last night as people lit candles to remember the victims of the terrorist 
attack near what they now call ground zero in lower manhattan people gather with pictures of missing loved 
ones trying to get news any news at all about those who vanished i think you guys are out there please 
please just hang in and they also gather on internet posting missing persons notices on message boards 
hoping someone anyone will respond we've been looking at all the lists on all the different websites we've 
been calling you know frantically constantly to all the different numbers two graduate students at the berkeley 
campus of the university of california started one of those websites where survivors of the disaster can let the 
world know they're okay i'm doing my best to make something better in a very bad situation but some of the 
sites have raised false hopes when relatives of victims read their loved ones were okay only later to have 
those hopes dashed when the information turned out to be wrong folks using these sites need to really take 
care and none of the information is verifiable it's all voluntary so it's not necessarily accurate still there are 
success stories one man turned to the instant messaging service at yahoo.com to reach his wife at the world 
trade center when the phone stopped working he said tears ran down his face when he read the message 
from her honey i am safe and alive yahoo has also created a way for people to donate to relief organizations 
helping the victims of the terror attacks 
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attacks the american red cross alone is getting about over two hundred thousand dollars an hour of 
donations on our website alone unfortunately the internet has also spawned some phony charitable pitches 
designed to exploit the tragedy computer experts urge people to be careful when they send their money as 
they use the internet to help the victims of terrorism for today george lewis nbc news los angeles if you'd like 
to find a way to help please go to our website at today.msnbc.com and we're back in a moment but first this 
is today on nbc [Music] let's go to downtown manhattan where our ann curry is keeping a watch on the 
increasingly desperate rescue effort and good morning to you good morning again matt and katie listen 
involved in this massive search and rescue effort or two new york city fire department firefighters who just 
emerged who they are james captain james solomi and bill judd you just you've been here since midnight 
last night you've been primarily working on the north tower what's happening there well everybody's still 
working with broken hearts as hard as they can we're digging by hand and where we need it we have heavy 
machinery moving the equipment out everybody firefighters police department construction workers are 
constantly searching every crevice out there and we're attacking it as hard as we can you've got 20 to 30 pits 
working is that right that where you're digging um yeah they're digging everywhere uh they can in unison and 
they're moving along as the heavy equipment uh pulls out the heavy girders and beams where we can get at 
another area you've got you were actually on for 72 hours before you went home and came back again 
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went home and came back again what kind of level of exhaustion are we looking at for for the guys you're 
working with it's it's like the exhaustion is not even there you have you know you have a job to do you try to 
get that few minutes of rest you know but your mind keeps turning you're hearing more stories you try to lay 
down you get back up he says a few words to me and you just say well let's get back down and do this thing 
all over again you've got you know that there are up to 5000 people who are missing you know you've got 
firefighters who are missing um uh what is the hope level now it's been wednesday was the last time we 
have heard of any reports of anyone who was in the or anyone who was in the original tower disaster towers 
disaster being pulled out alive what's the hope level now we're not giving up hope on anything you know we 
know we're not going to find 5 000 people but we're going to take as many as we can we're going to go as 
many crevices as we can hopefully pull out somebody that's what we're looking for you're still hoping you're 
not giving up absolutely we're looking area by area and everybody is working as i said broken-hearted but 
you know with passion and hope that we're going to get to everybody every crevice that we can and find 


everybody that's possibly still alive my understanding is that what's happening is that you whenever you find 
a pocket dogs come in uh to identify whether there is someone inside if there is not someone inside then 
then that's when the heavy machinery comes in to move big major pieces yeah well we're not uh handling uh 
the rescue dogs there's experts in there doing all of that but i believe that's the way it's working all right well 
thank you so much both of you captain james solomi and bill judd both of the new york city fire department 
thank you so much for joining us and thank you for doing what you're doing thank you katie and matt it's uh 
the spirit is unbelievable here you know the they're pushing on really on on the strength of their sheer will 
back to you katie and man all right ann thanks very much we appreciate it coming up in our next half hour 
you're going to host an informal town hall meeting for teens 
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informal town hall meeting for teens that's right katie and matt we're going to give them a chance to talk 
about their feelings and what's been going on in their minds following the tuesday's terrorist terrorist acts 
we'll have a child psychologist and linda ellerbee will be here with some important advice for all parents we'll 
be back after this [Music] we're back with more on this special edition of today attack on america on this 
saturday morning the 15th day of september the year 2001 that music against the backdrop of the fallen 
world trade center in twin towers matt is so poignant and of course you're looking at a live picture from lower 
manhattan where rescue workers are sifting through the remains of the world trade center incredibly heroic 
rescue workers hoping against hope to find survivors of tuesday's disastrous attack you know katie i just it 
may sound stupid to say this i just wish the smoke would stop and the dust would stop it would be so much 
more peaceful and a little easier to accept if we could just get that smoke out of there and hopefully easier for 
those people who are just working so tirelessly and and to try to to find people just hearing those firefighters 
talking with anne saying they hadn't given up hope and that they were here and they were going to do 
everything they could it was so moving and inspiring anyway inside studio 1am katie couric along with matt 
lauer the workers are obviously exhausted no one wants to leave as long as there is hope and they have 
served as a real inspiration for so many of us so many people missing and hope of course is all those people 
can cling to the families of those people but the devastation of the building and the emotional devastation are 
very difficult to cope with we all have a lot of questions especially some young people after the tragic events 
of this past week we've set up a town hall meeting to give some teens an open forum to voice their concerns 
and their fear and al is going to handle that al all right thanks a lot matt in fact 31 teenagers here in

nickelodeon at 8 30 called kids terrorism and the american spirit i want to thank you guys for coming and i 
want to thank all of you for coming as well because i know this is a really tough time isn't it for everybody 
now how many you all how many of you actually saw show of hands actually saw this happen live on 
television any of you on tv but we've got some kids here who actually saw it they won't go to school in tribeca 
donata gabriel and julian what was you what happened when you first saw this well first when we like it was 
around the corner nine we heard this big like sound like a bomb or something so what happened was people 
went to the window to see what is happening as we looked since this world trade center is like across the 
street from us as we looked at the world trade center we saw there's just like at the plank like we just saw 
this big hole and what did you feel like what did you when that first happened when you first saw it everybody 
what was your first reaction what did you do what did you think gabrielle or donata um well at first i wasn't 
really sure like what was going on and a friend of mine had seen it happen seen the plane go in and he said 
a plane just flew into the world trade center and i said no it didn't stop joking around did everybody believe 
that this happened when it first when you first saw it or was it did you for example joseph how old are you um 
you're 15. once you pass that down to joseph what was your first reaction and how did you feel um pretty 
much i was stunned and i was pretty scared because my dad works on wall street so my immediate reaction 
was wondering if he was all right and um it was pretty like unbelievable i didn't think it could happen you 


know harold is this a is this a normal reaction for not only only adults but children as well yeah i think the the 
most normal part is that the kids who are the closest to this event kids who are in tribeca and watched it or 
kids who have parents who work in 
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or kids who have parents who work in wall street are clearly going to be the most affected by it but what 
we're going to have is we're going to have the whole country affected by this because we can see it on 
television again and again and the first part is almost it can't be happening it must be an accident what is a 
plane doing in the world trade center after that you know when it became clear that the second plane went in 
that we've been attacked and that changes everything for us that starts to make us very nervous that starts 
to make us very concerned about the future and also concerned about excuse me about how we're going to 
do tomorrow how's our country going to take care of us you know you talked about seeing it again and again 
and again and we all have on television uh it is very important and somewhat helpful to remember that it only 
happened once that even though we have seen it dozens of times every day on tv those planes only flew into 
the building one time not every day but how many people are worried that this is going to happen again 
anybody joshua how old are you i'm 15 years old okay i'm concerned that it's going to happen somewhere 
else in the country and that a building just as important or a landmark just as important is going to get 
destroyed and mil and thousands of people are going to die and i think that needs to be prevented how many 
people are worried about their own personal safety or the people they love yeah deandre how old are you 
you're 16. yeah 16. yeah well um about the whole fact am i worried that it'll happen again i don't think it's 
going to happen the same way like even if it were to happen again i mean what i'm worried about is the fact 
that like they might do it by chemical warfare and we have like no defense against that we don't we don't 
practice anything in school we don't we don't even know about like gas masks or anything like that you know 
we have no knowledge of it so that scares me the most like if they were 
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most like if they were to bring out chemical warfare on us i mean you know we we live in a remarkable 
country uh we we weren't prepared for this there's no doubt that we didn't expect this in fact most people 
your parents who are more my age never thought this would be able to happen pearl harbor happened a 
long time ago it happened on you know hawaii so far away but this is a remarkable extraordinary 
catastrophic event and now we have to really believe in our government and we have a government that 
really does work democracy does work and we have leaders who are working on trying to figure out not only 
the retaliation but more importantly how we're going to protect us in the future and these are sincere and real 
concerns whether it'll be chemical or whether it'll be another bombing but we have to recognize that the 
wonderful part about this country is not only that we're mighty and strong but that we have a government that 
really works and we have to trust our leaders and we have to listen carefully to what they're telling us and 
they're not telling us everything because they don't want to give away all the secrets to the other side and to 
the people who are terrorists but listen carefully and you're hearing that action is being taken linda when you 
uh when you've already taped your special and you're editing it what were some of the views you were 
hearing we the the kids on the special were younger than you are uh they were uh 9 to 13 and so they have 
a little different view than you uh but interestingly enough they are afraid they are afraid and one of the things 
we talked about if you live here in new york city do you remember the thunderstorm two nights ago how 
many of you woke up to that lightning and thunder and what yeah me too uh that we're going to have these 
recurring jumps these recurring fears and that's just fine but that remarkably in that age group we asked 
them do you think if we locate these terrorists should we go and bomb them their answer was almost 
uniformly know that the answer to violence is not violence and they had a realistic understanding that 
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that as though as much as we grown-ups and our government all want to protect you and ourselves it's a 
risky world we live in and how many people you had something to say kareem how old are you yeah and uh 
to that question um a lot of the things in the opposite this happened an opposite way in my school mostly 
people think we should bomb afghanistan i don't necessarily think that's the case because that's not i don't i 
mean they need to be punished whoever we find needs to be punished however that's not going to solve 
anything i don't think because they're going to have just as much of a right to hurt us again and then maybe 
more of our important people in our lives may get damaged in the future so maybe that's not really the right 
course to take as of yet how many people are angry and how many people want to see something happen is 
that a normal reaction yeah in fact it's very normal in fact everybody in the country is angry about this but 
feeling angry and taking action are two different things for instance there were images on television someone 
wrote about about palestinians dancing in the street and so right away the feeling is oh we should go get 
them or we should get afghanistan or we should get pakistan or we should get well that might just be a 
feeling but it's the insane hatred of the terrorists that caused this problem and this isn't the time to blame an 
entire nation or to blame an entire group of people this is a good time to learn and to recognize tolerance and 
to remember that not one nation or one race is responsible for this and we have to get above that even 
though we hate right now and we're angry we got to get past that you know this is where you all can be 
leaders too it truly is if each of you is willing to show your support and stand beside muslim children muslim 
young people your age you can teach us better how to respond to this because we have seen acts of hatred 
already against muslims in this country and it's you all have you have the opportunity to do something here 
who's got some questions yeah brian how old are you i'm 15. okay one of the things i'm most scared about is 
because of the 
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i'm most scared about is because of the muslim religion it's uh it's okay to die to die like a suicide bomber 
and to us it's bad to die so for them they could just keep doing this to us and it's it's good it's good to die for 
them because it's a lot better in an afterlife that really there's always myths and misconceptions you know 
people tell a lie and then they start believing that's not true the muslim religion doesn't believe in suicide this 
is in fact a group a separate group a fundamentalist a very small sect who are fanatics who have distorted 
what the religion is and you you know people who change the rules and that's what they've done so yes we 
should be frightened that this particular little group doesn't have the same rules of the game that we do but 
the truth is they're a very very small group it's not all of islam or all of muslim who else right there joshua um 
about what some other kids were saying about how violence is not the answer to more violence i have a 
contrasting opinion to that because i feel that the atrocities that were committed against the people of new 
york and washington there to not retaliate against them would be a crime just as big as the one that they 
perpetrated against us in the first place you know i think i think that violence is unfortunately the only 
response we can make to um to prevent this from happening again michael all the way in the back there 
yeah um i agree with joshua i think um i totally agree i think that what has happened to us as a nation um is 
horrible and that us not taking action on who did this or if a country uh is like supporting this by not handing 
over who did this i think that um we should retaliate against them and by all means um obliterate them in any 
way and you know we'll answer that we'll discuss that address that and we've got email questions as well 
we're going to get to but first this is today on nbc [Music] 
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we're back with linda ellerbe host of nick news and dr harold koplowitz a child psychiatrist for more of our 
teen town hall meeting and we were talking a couple of a couple of students were talking about retaliation 
and and the feeling on that right you know i have to tell you most teenagers feel the same way you do that 
we have to strike back and it will make us not only protect us but will make us actually feel better i think i 
don't want to repeat myself but the government is the people we have to trust on this and how to retaliate so 
that the bad guys get with this what's coming to them but not in a way that's going to have a bad effect on the 
rest of the world or on us i think more importantly is what can you do michael or josh today because you 
can't go and get and go into the army and you can't give blood you're too young to give blood what can you 


do to help the nation and also to help yourselves to make yourselves feel like you're doing something peter 
well um today my friends and i we're gonna have lemonade stand we're gonna have jars and put up a sign 
that said money for the victims families we're gonna collect it and then we're gonna look in the newspaper to 
see where we could give the money to and i thought that would be that's a great idea now we've got some 
email questions too we've had hundreds and hundreds of emails come into our our website and this is from 
uh from shane and it's uh he's from woodbridge virginia he so he says i'm so scared because my tower of 
strength my parents are scared i can't sleep without having a dream about someone bombing us will i ever 
feel safe again and what can i do about this anger i have bottled up inside of me how many kids are having 
nightmares no one's had you had a nightmare yeah you're not honest julian you're having a little bit of a 
nightmare yeah you know it's not it's very very common after an event like this for you to have nightmares 
what are dreams dreams are you telling stories to 
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dreams dreams are you telling stories to yourself while you're asleep and so it would be normal for teenagers 
to start hearing themselves talk about this kind of bombing and to be this kind of scared and these feelings 
are nothing to be ashamed of or to feel guilty about and it's also normal to see your parents scared they don't 
have the answers right now now whether or not we'll get through this we'll definitely get through this 
tomorrow and the next day are going to be very tough because we we're going to find more and more lost 
and more and more people who are deceased and who died here and that's always going to be hard but a 
way our bodies work and the way our minds work is really quite remarkable it protects us against this so in 
the beginning we feel like we have to fight back and then while we're sleeping we might have some scary 
thoughts but every day we get better and better and doing things for other people whether it's a sale of 
lemonade or whether it's going to the fire department and asking them if they need t-shirts or they need 
clothes or they need food makes us feel better because we're doing something but the most important part is 
going back to normal this would be a good weekend to go to the movies this would be a good weekend to 
get together with some friends and have pizza even though it feels a little odd because the tragedy is still 
going on getting back to normal is another way to help your brain get back to normal one more email from 
harpreet from richmond hill here in new york i go to a school a few blocks from the world trade center i saw 
the entire thing from my class window where seeks and wear turbans don't trim our beards now a lot of 
people seem to be taking out their anger on us and thinking we're terrorists we're afraid to leave our homes i 
was born in this country i'm every bit american as everyone else yet i'm scared for my well-being that's 
frightening what does that say to us i mean as we know during world war ii in our own country japanese 
americans were actually put in what amounts to concentration camps here are we going to let something like 
that happen again i don't think so i think we're smarter don't you stacy i think that it's really important that we 
realize that half of the country of whoever is responsible for this have 
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of whoever is responsible for this have nothing against america and that it's a small group of people and that 
over there there's got to be part people in that country who are thankful towards americans because a lot has 
been happening in the middle east and we've been giving aid over there and that they're thankful to us and 
to retaliate against them and to have anger against people in our own country isn't fair because it's only a 
small group of people that are doing this what do you want to say sarah i think that this right now with 
everything that's going on people are scared people are worried and i think that what we need to do is really 
just kind of go around and help people not exactly cheer them up but we're gonna really need to laugh 
because with what's going on there's going to be a really big chance that something else we might go hurt 
them or something else could happen but we're going to need to laugh and to go and to tell people 
everything's going to be fine because if we don't have a positive attitude and if we're going to say that 
everything's not going to be fine then everything isn't going to be fun sarah i think it's a great idea because in 
some ways this is a marathon anyone duke track at school this is not a sprint this is going to be a marathon 
this is going to take weeks and months and uh maybe a year or more until we heal from this so there has to 
be atime to laugh and a time to have a positive attitude and to take a break from this because otherwise you 


burn out you don't make the whole 26 miles we're going to go to one more email here from kathy i'm sorry 
from beth in coach of colterville illinois how long is america going to wait to attack i am very angry about this i 
feel that people have stood back too long already i think we if we take time to think about it more and more 
people are going to get angry and i don't want that so she wants immediate action i i think you know we all 
feel outraged and that's the right emotion here there's nothing wrong with being angry i think that the 
government wisely is doing certain things rather than a a rush to judgment of who's responsible 
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a rush to judgment of who's responsible what they're trying to do is to build a coalition of the nations of the 
world against terrorism and they in doing that they have also gone to all the arab nations and said are you 
with this coalition of nations or are you not now this is not just saying are you with us or not it's are you with 
all the countries in the world who have decided enough terrorism in doing that they're taking political steps 
and military steps as well to see how this can best be solved without leading all of us into world war iii which i 
frankly am as a citizen and happy to give them all the time they need to get it right question anybody here 
know anybody who may have lost somebody a lot of people are you wondering what are you wondering 
about that victoria i'm wondering how they're feeling what they're feeling right now how their families are 
feeling and i feel very bad for them because either they've gotten a call saying that they can't find them they 
don't know where they are or they know that they have passed and it's hard it's hard to not know where 
someone is that you love you know victoria would be very helpful is to reach out to those people lots of times 
when someone has lost someone we're afraid of we don't want to be intrusive we don't want to jump in there 
and hurt their privacy now's the time to call upon them and say is there something we can do can we bring 
food over can we sit down and talk do you want us to pass out flyers to really help them come to you know 
whether they're grieving or mourning or whether they're still searching it's really important to reach out as a 
neighbor as a friend to these kinds of people who are suffering so much katie and how old are you katie i'm 
17. i just want to know how i'm supposed to comfort them because i have five friends who either lost fathers 
or they lost cousins or close family members and 
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or close family members and i mean if i see them i don't know what to say like really what can you say that 
can make them feel better because it's obvious that they're not in a good position i don't know if it's your job 
to make them feel better but i think you can say to them you're sorry you're thinking about them you're 
praying for them you'll hang around you want to know if there's anything that you can do for them you might 
even have a conversation about something else to get their mind off of it for a while that knowing a friend 
knowing that another friend is there can be really very helpful you can also cut them some slack because this 
morning and grieving for their loss is going to go on even longer than our national sense of loss and in that 
process they're going to have bad days they're going to have days where they act out where they're irritable 
where they they don't want to or days where they inappropriate behavior just cut them some slack this this 
comforting one another is so important how many of you were out in this city last night and saw any of the 
candlelight parades all over this city and took any part in that now it doesn't you know it doesn't take a sad 
song and make it better but it makes us inside feel a little better to know we're not alone in our grief and that 
in some way we're all more joined than we are separate and once jenna you wanted to say something how 
old are you i just want to say i live in a suburb outside the city and driving home last night i saw candles 
outside of several people's doors and it made me feel so much comfortable it made me realize that we're all 
americans and we're all in this together and we've been in times of trouble before and this will help us unite 
and like seeing everyone like they put out their american flags just it really secures me and i feel so much 
better about our country and right here what's your name heather when we were driving to the city this 
morning we passed several cars that had flags on them and it makes you feel so good inside knowing that 
like people who aren't even necessarily so affected by it care so much and really want to 
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it care so much and really want to express their patriotism to the rest of the community and it's just really 
comforting well that's about all the time we have and you guys have been wonderful thank you give 
yourselves a round of applause because you were great and i want to thank linda ellerbe your special is on 
tonight on nickelodeon tomorrow night at 8 30. and dr harold koplowitz child psychologist thank you very 
much psychiatrist and you have a website about our kids if you want more information or if your parents want 
more information about dealing with this crisis about our kids.org it's the place to go thanks very much and 
thank all of you katie and matt all right al thank you very much yeah nice job and thanks kids for coming in 
talk about having to grow up too fast i was struck by how eloquent though many of those children are more 
eloquent often times than adults anyway clearly people are still reeling from this horror temples churches and 
mosques will be full of people turning to prayer yesterday was a national day of prayer and remembrance but 
obviously the healing will take a long long time but as the teens mentioned communities across the country 
are pulling together candlelight vigils were held last night honoring the dead the missing and praying for the 
emergency workers still trying to find survivors and by the way if you don't think there's anything you can do if 
you don't have the time or the money to donate that's a simple thing you can do sit home and pray for the 
people who've been lost there will be news coverage throughout the day on this nbc station and of course 
tom brokaw will be here for nightly news tonight tim russert will talk to dick cheney tomorrow and meet the 
press this is an nbc news special report attack on america here is tom brokaw [Music] good afternoon again 
everyone here's the latest on a saturday that has seen the president preparing this country for a war against 
terrorists that carried out the world trade center attacks as workers there continued to labor at the scene their 
fourth straight day of digging no survivors have been found the toll of known dead and missing is rising 
you're looking now at the scene in lower 
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looking now at the scene in lower manhattan and it is a crisp gorgeous autumn day in new york city favorable 
conditions for the work effort but new yorkers continue to struggle to come to terms with the mounting 
casualty count a quick look now at the major developments of the state the president bracing americans for a 
sustained assault against terrorism the death toll as we said rising to 124 bodies recovered so far 184 people 
confirmed ed the number unaccounted for however is up by almost 200 to 4972. there have been more than 
two dozen arrests tonight most are for immigration violations but one man arrested in new york today is 
being held as a material witness in the terror attacks and the first memorials for the victims the president and 
his national security team are meeting at camp david they spoke to the press earlier today and president 
bush for the first time used three very specific words we're at war there's been an act of war declared upon 
america by terrorists and we will respond accordingly and i appreciate very much the american people 
understanding that as we plan as we put uh put our uh strategy into action we will let you Know when we 
think it's appropriate uh not only for um uh to to protect the lives of our service men and women but to make 
sure our coalition has had proper time to be noticed as well but we're going to act i would think the american 
people need to be uh go about their business on monday but with a heightened sense of awareness that um 
that a group of barbarians have declared war on the american people and joining me now from the pentagon 
is nbc's jim jim the president says that we're going to act but do you think it will be in the short term medium 
term or long term tom the u.s military can strike at any time limited airstrikes with long-range 
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time limited airstrikes with long-range cruise missiles even b-52 bombers that is if they can identify the 
location of their target the prime suspect osama bin laden but for a more prolonged campaign like president 
bush and defense secretary donald rumsfelder talking about that would include the sustained airstrikes 
maybe even a small ground invasion into afghanistan that could take two to three months to put together 
meanwhile here at the pentagon while recovery efforts continue rescue workers digging through the rubble 
looking for the dead the pentagon released some dramatic video today of the damage after that american 
airliner 757 a[ __ ] that was flown by terrorists slammed into the side of the pentagon according to pentagon 
officials it will now take several hundred thousand dollars and at least two to three years to repair tom thank 
you so much nbc jim mccloskey tonight back at ground zero the difficult and devastating work goes on today 


i was able to get up close to the site myself and all week long our television correspondents working for nbc 
and newspapers firemen and rescue people have been saying television cannot do justice to the scene of 
wreckage and carnage they could not be more right it is impossible to describe the extent of the damage 
there 50 story buildings to say nothing of those twin towers that 110 stories high now reduced amounts of 
mobile a rubble only two stories high and very very tightly compacted to say nothing of the damage that has 
been done to the buildings in the immediate vicinity many of them have suffered severe structural damage 
and they too will have to come down the first funerals and memorial services for the victims were held today 
hundreds of mourners turned out at a the church of st thomas moore in arlington virginia to pay tribute to 
barbara olson wife of the u.s solicitor general ted olson she was on the plane that hit the pentagon here in 
new york city the man new york's 
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here in new york city the man new york's firefighters called father mike michael judge their own chaplain who 
died giving last rights to a firefighter was mourned by more than 2 000 people in services at st patrick's 
cathedral i'll be back with nbc nightly news and a dateline special tonight at 8 7 central and of course we'll be 
back on this nbc station as a vince warren i'm tom brokaw in new york attack on america a declaration of war 
president bush vows revenge in a broad sustained attack we will find those who did it we will smoke them out 
of their holes we're at war also nbc's terrorism task force new details as terrorists are named and arrests are 
made and at ground zero and elsewhere the searching and mourning continues attack on america this is a 
special edition of nbc nightly news with tom brokaw good evening on this saturday president bush tonight 
from a presidential mountaintop retreat in maryland warned the world that war is coming and he warned 
america that it will require patience as well as resolve the president was speaking at camp david where he 
assembled his top advisors to organize the military and diplomatic battlefields meanwhile at the pentagon 
today the first shots from inside of the devastating damage much greater than military officials first estimated 
it may cost upwards of a billion dollars to repair and to give you an idea of the amount of damage here in 
new york this is satellite imagery of the world trade center area before the attack looking down on it this is the 
area after the remains of two of the highest buildings in the world and surrounding structures as well but the 
big story is what now and nbc white house correspondent david gregory begins our coverage tonight with 
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begins our coverage tonight with president bush as commander-in-chief david tom using his strongest 
language yet today the president called the assault on new york quote the first battle of war his top advisers 
now say the president is determined to educate the public about the nature of this conflict and to counsel 
patients even as the country wants revenge one official saying tonight the president will only act when the 
time is right meeting with his national security team at camp david today the president sternly declared that 
the country is at war and for the first time called osama bin laden the prime suspect behind this week's 
attacks fresh from personally inspecting the damage in new york mr bush threatened that the saudi-born 
terrorists and those who help him have nowhere to hide they run to the hills they find holes to get in and we 
will do whatever it takes to smoke them out and get them running and we'll get them mr bush is walking a 
fine line with his stepped-up rhetoric trying to isolate bin laden and those countries like afghanistan that 
harbor him without antagonizing other arab nations whose cooperation the administration is trying to secure 
the risk for the president is that other islamic nations may feel he's declaring war on them too also today in 
his weekly radio address mr bush attempted to prepare the country for the sacrifice and danger ahead 
saying the government is planning quote a series of decisive actions against terrorist organizations you will 
be asked for your patience for the conflict will not be short you'll be asked for resolve for the conflict will not 
be easy you'll be asked for your strength because the course to victory may be long and grimly the president 
cautioned that life in america has changed i would think the american people need to be uh go about their 
business on monday but with a heightened sense of awareness that that a group of barbarians have 
declared war 
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group of barbarians have declared war on the american people mr bush said the terror of this week quote will 
not stand that is the very same thing his father said before the persian gulf war and this weekend the second 
president bush surrounded by three of his father's top advisors has also now become a wartime leader tom 
thanks very much nbc's david gregory tonight covering president bush who's at camp david nbc's jim 
mccloskey joins me now from the pentagon jim the president says simply we are going to act but is there any 
sense of the time frame in the building that you cover tom military planners are looking at everything from 
short-term air strikes to a long-term ground invasion and if the u.s can pinpoint osama bin laden strikes could 
come at any time air force reserves on the move today in minnesota a mortuary team on a grim mission to 
identify the dead from the world trade towers in new york as a new set of orders comes down from their 
commander-in-chief my message is for everybody who wears the uniform get ready the united states will do 
what it takes to win this war and today an early victory pakistan has agreed to assist the u.s military in any 
possible attack on afghanistan aimed at osama bin laden and afghanistan's ruling party the taliban but u.s 
forces already in the region can strike at any time without pakistan's help with long-range cruise missiles or 
b-52 bombers that's only if they can find bin laden well hidden constantly on the move he's an elusive target 
so at the same time the pentagon is reviewing plans for an open-ended campaign of sustained airstrikes off 
u.s aircraft carriers and from allied military bases in the region including kuwait oman and gutter in the 
persian gulf uzbekistan and tajikistan to the north even a rebel airstrip in northern afghanistan current 
planning also includes a small ground 
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planning also includes a small ground invasion army airborne infantry backed by attack helicopters but the 
war on terrorism will not end with bin laden and what we have to do is not just go after these perpetrators 
and those who gave them haven but the whole curse of terrorism that is upon the face of the earth at the 
pentagon today dramatic new pictures as the outer walls collapse deep inside a massive tangle of debris 
charred hallways a telephone melted by intense heat a clock blown back in time by the blast and a new 
death toll tonight 188 down two in a bizarre coincidence two pentagon employees counted as missing were 
actually passengers on the terrorist planes one that hit the pentagon the other the world trade center both 
had been counted as dead twice officials here say this will not be another gulf war desert storm it may take 
only two to three months to get all the pieces in place and once begun it'll take years tom nbc's jim 
mccloskey is a pentagon tonight now let's go to the nations that are in the crosshairs afghanistan the home 
base of osama bin laden is now the fault line in the world's most dangerous region its most powerful 
neighbors pakistan and iran say they will close their borders and today iraq saddam hussein expressed very 
little sympathy for the victims of tuesday's attack saying the united states should feel the pain it's inflicted on 
other countries the words of saddam hussein tonight the pressure is on pakistan which does have relations 
with the west it's also getting even more intense it must choose between its neighbors and america nbc's ron 
allen in pakistan tonight facing intense u.s pressure pakistan's leaders agreed to help take on one of this 
country's closest allies afghanistan's radical taliban leaders the u.s demanding pakistan seal its long 1500 
mile border with afghanistan share 
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1500 mile border with afghanistan share intelligent information about the taliban and if necessary allow u.s 
fighter jets and cruise missiles to fly through pakistan's airspace pakistan drew the line at using its own 
military in an attack pakistan does not expect in any way to participate in any military operations outside our 
borders angry protesters took to the street following today's decision shouting bin laden bin laden supporting 
their fellow muslims in afghanistan opposing any cooperation with america we will not allow our government 
to go for aggression to osama bin laden or afghanistan we will not accept it and nobody is going to accept it 
taliban leaders here also warning pakistan not to help the united states and threatening to seek revenge 
against any country that attacks afghanistan if any neighboring country gave territorial way or airspace to usa 
against our land it would draw us into an imposed war in afghanistan taliban leaders urge all foreigners to 
leave the country and their own people to prepare for a holy war as thousands of refugees flee the capital 
many of those refugees heading here into pakistan and tonight this country's leaders strongly suggesting 


they expect economic help from the united states in exchange for joining the fight against their neighbor 
afghanistan tom thanks very much nbc's ron allen tonight who is in islamabad pakistan now let's go to the 
investigation which is moving very quickly and joining me now from our terrorism task force is nbc's andrea 
mitchell andrea what's the latest tonight tom a second criminal arrest warrant tonight and important new 
leads not only connecting osama bin laden to the hijackers but also new information on how bin laden may 
actually be making a profit on his terror attacks nbc news confirms the fbi and cia have linked two of the 
hijackers on the plane 
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linked two of the hijackers on the plane that slammed into the pentagon with a bin laden supporter accused 
of being part of the team that bombed the uss cole in yemen last october newsweek magazine reports one of 
the men khalid al-madar is actually seen on a surveillance video talking to the coal bombing suspect in 
malaysia the cia warned the immigration officials about the two men but they were already in the country 
other developments today nbc news learns the fbi raids this jersey city apartment of two men being 
questioned in new york for a possible connection to the terrorists iu bali khan and muhammad jawed osmat 
were picked up after a bizarre cross-country trip on the day of the bombing the fbi says the men first boarded 
a twa flight in newark on route san antonio the plane was grounded in saint louis after the attacks they got on 
an amtrak train acted suspiciously and were discovered carrying box cutters similar to those carried by the 
hijackers plus five thousand dollars in cash their jersey city apartment in the same neighborhood as abdul 
rahman's the blind shake in jail for life for coordinating the bombing of the world trade center nine years ago 
all part of a massive investigation the attorney general says it's producing hard evidence and thousands of 
leads we are further refining our understanding of the ways in which this terrible crime was developed the 
justice department says 25 men are arrested on civil immigration charges for questioning relating to the 
terrorist attack four thousand fbi agents checking among other things every passenger on all scheduled 
flights from last tuesday and whether the hijackers made practice runs they could learn what was the 
behavior of the stewardesses what was the access points and weak points into the cockpit the fbi also 
tonight confirms its lab in quantico virginia has found information about the hijack plans on a laptop found in 
a boston hotel a laptop belonging to one of the hijackers 
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of the hijackers clearly a very complex plan costing a lot of money and tonight nbc news learns that bin laden 
may be financing his terror and making a profit at the same time by selling stocks in european companies 
holding insurance policies on his targets just before he strikes german regulators have in fact asked the fbi 
and the sec to investigate a munich company that was holding insurance on the world trade center tom 
thanks very much nbc's andrea mitchell tonight and back here in new york now we're going to go to nbc jim 
ava who is in lower manhattan he has the very latest tonight from ground zero as it's being called jim tom 
tonight still no sign of anybody giving up here but also sadly no sign of any of the missing as well the new 
death toll now is 152 bodies have been recovered 92 have been identified the search and rescuers 
continued tirelessly here as they evacuated both those who live here and those who work here prepare to 
return home the tip of manhattan struggling to come alive the streets again filled with new yorkers anxious to 
see their homes for the first time since tuesday's blast among those heading home david and suzanne haber 
unsure of what they'll find in the shadow of the destroyed landmark that until five days ago dominated their 
neighborhood it's like having someone come into your home pointing a gun to your head and saying get out 
and you can't come back today 4500 national guardsmen patrolling the neighborhoods guarding against 
looters street cleaners lead the effort to return some of the city to its residents those willing to endure 
checkpoints at nearly every corner but the subways are open and back in service new york has gotten 
tremendous support in the last four days we know we can rebuild we know we can get stronger a tough job 
the rubble of collapsed buildings still blocking streets smoldering and dangerous five thousand missing or 
confirmed dead the search effort still a 24 hour a day job it's possible that still people could still be alive we're 
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still people could still be alive we're going to we're going to keep up hope keep our prayers going and and 
just hope for the best difficult odds though dr david seberg experience searching for victims of tornadoes and 
hurricanes says time works against the rescuers i just hope the rescue workers can get to any survivors that 
are currently there time is of essence the information center for the missing is still headquarters for hope 
relatives now being asked to give saliva and blood samples to help identify the dead business losses only 
now beginning to be tallied hundreds of stores reopening cleaning the layers of soot and dust electronic store 
owner selvin raja has no insurance about sixty thousand dollars we lost the past five days with the market 
scheduled to open monday many investment firms will be operating from remote offices but the big challenge 
on wall street is communications and that challenge well normally wall street handles a billion shares a day 
that's 43 billion dollars cash tom now how difficult will that be well nobody's expected it to be a normal day 
here of course in wall street also some interesting things beneath the rubble and that have not been found 
yet the new york times reporting today that beneath all that rubble at the world trade center is some 140 
million dollars worth of gold and silver that's underneath there that some 13 tons of gold beneath the rubble 
tom thanks very much nbc's jim avila tonight meanwhile around the nation today still more signs that 
americans are uniting in sadness and in a sense of purpose here's nbc's roger o'neill the heartbreaking task 
of saying goodbye to so many has begun today near washington barbara olson tv commentator wife of the 
nation solicitor general a passenger on the plane that crashed into the pentagon she was barbara k to her 
brother in a plane 
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plane directed by cowardly murderers she tried to make a difference [Applause] it seemed everywhere today 
americans were trying to make a difference trying to come together united several thousand in denver 
diversity is our strength and pride diversity in religion color and race but united we all stand at clemson 
university in south carolina a stadium of silent reflection instead of cheering the home football team students 
prayed for their country at the rose bowl in pasadena no football today but still lots of people one man 
handing over a five thousand dollar check as firefighters police and the red cross here ask people to open 
their hearts and wallets for the children and families left behind as americans rally for their country and 
against terrorism there was a poignant reminder of the sadness still to come in colorado springs today the 
names of 74 fallen firefighters from last year were added to the international memorial next year with so 
many firefighters missing the rubble of the twin towers the list on the black granite wall will be so much longer 
in new york city today from the george washington bridge to fifth avenue everywhere it seemed the american 
flag never flown with more pride the city may have been brought to its knees but its citizens are standing tall 
roger o'neill nbc news denver when we come back the chaotic scene at america's airports if you want to help 
nbc our thoughts and prayers are with the people of america 
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the enormous damage this crisis has done to the united states airline industry became much more clear 
today i'm joined now by nbc's aviation expert robert hager robert what was it like first of all for the people to 
try to fly today commercially well tom saturdays are normally the lightest flying day of the week but today it's 
been chaotic again long lines and delays partly from extra security almost every bag being checked by hand 
also from so many passengers having to rebook their tickets because of cancelled flights and here at dulles 
airport also because washington's other airport reagan national is still closed one line here took six hours to 
reach the counter delta was handing out snacks to the people waiting in line and there were even some 
plainclothes security people disguised as passengers milling in watching so this could be what it's like flying 
for a while tom and robert what about the financial condition a lot of airlines northwest and continental for 
example are already beginning to lay off people the congress has voted what two and a half billion dollars 
but that won't go very far okay congress didn't didn't vote it they wouldn't wouldn't vote it the first time it came 
up but they may do it some analysts predict that they're going to lose the airlines four to seven billion dollars 
out of this by year's end so today american and northwest and continental all three announced that we're 
going to cut back their schedules permanently by 20 percent and continental said it'll lay off 12 000 
employees tough times ahead for the american airline industry quite obviously not only traveling but trying to 


balance the books as well thanks very much nbc's robert hager tonight as we have seen the first memorial 
services for the victims of the attack on america began today among them a three-year-old girl also the chief 
of the new york city fire department and its chaplain nbc's chip reid tonight has more on the man that new 
york's bravest called father mike [Music] the city he loved said goodbye today to 
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the city he loved said goodbye today to a holy man and a brave man father michael judge franciscan priest 
and chaplain of the new york city fire department rushed to the horrific scene on tuesday morning oblivious to 
the harm raining down from above it was actually irrelevant to him because he died as he lived trying to save 
a life a soul on a sunny but not so perfect september morning that soul a fallen firefighter as father judge was 
giving him last rites he himself was struck by debris suffered a heart attack and died my whole spirit 
crumbled to the ground and turn into a pile of rubble at the bottom of my heart father judge lived here but his 
second home was at the firehouse right across the street so many people showed up here to celebrate the 
life of father michael judge that they had to set up speakers to play the service outside so all the overflow 
crowd could listen most of that crowd firefighters hundreds of them lined up across the street outside hook 
and ladder company number 24. father judge raced to the disaster zone with the company mike was always 
there for us that's a big void in our lives he's right here on my shoulder right now and he's going to glide us 
through this somehow dealing with the loss of hundreds of their own michael judge could not have ministered 
to them all it was physically impossible in this life but not in the next guiding the city's bravest in life and in 
debt chipri nbc news new york september 11th of course was a day of terror and agony it also was as we 
have seen a day of heroic courage dr mark heath is an anesthesiologist at columbia presbyterian hospital 
here in new york when he heard what was happening tuesday morning he put on his scrubs and grabbed 
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morning he put on his scrubs and grabbed a video camera which he routinely uses to document accidents he 
rushed toward ground zero he barely survived but he emerged with one of the most riveting accounts of that 
dark dark day [Music] okay and stay away from any other high-rise building okay look out i hope i live i hope i 
live it's coming down on me here it comes i'm getting behind the car i just buried himself i'm sorry i came 
down i just had the healthy thought i should have known the second moment ago oh god it is black at night 
and then outside in broad daylight i just human got down behind the car you know i can see a tiny bit this is 
incredible okay i'm gonna have to go find people 
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okay i'm gonna have to go find people who need help i don't think i'm one of them you okay sir okay can i just 
get a tooth off your respirator can i get a suit i'm getting a couple of clean breaths that's good okay back to 
you [Applause] there's all these noises i think i don't know what it is they say someone needs help anybody 
need a doctor have oxygen [Music] [Applause] [Music] hello doc hey that guy needs some action and 
someone can share it with him 10-4 thanks [Applause] dr heath stayed on the scene for the next several 
hours alongside hundreds of other volunteer medical personnel at a triage center all week our 
correspondents and people like dr heath rescue workers and public officials who have been to ground zero 
have been saying that television is inadequate to the task of showing the true horror and the full extent of the 
damage well today i went down to ground zero

well today i went down to ground zero and i can only reaffirm what they have been saying the hole in the 
skyline where the twin towers stood is disorienting after all it's where i used to take out of town guests the 
landscape of rubble and twisted steel is so sinister it makes you want to turn away and then inescapably your 
mind begins to close in on the final god-awful moments of those thousands who were inside trapped when 
the collapse came it is at once ground zero same time it's a massive monument to unavoid evil and 
inhumanity on a historic scale it's going to take the resolve of all of us to recover not just physically and 


economically from all of us but emotionally as well that's nightly news for this saturday i'm going to be back 
with a dateline special tonight at 8 7 central time and i want to remind you that tomorrow morning on meet 
the press from washington tim russert will have as his special guest the vice president of the united states 
who was in the white house and asked to move to a safer location when american airlines flight 77 was flying 
over the white house and across the potomac river into the pentagon and of course we'll have continuing 
coverage on this station as events warrant don't forget msnbc and msnbc.com i'll see you later tonight you're 
watching nbc news coverage of attack on america we're at war there's been an act of war declared upon 
america by terrorists and we will do whatever it takes to smoke them out and we'll get them tonight a new 
battle cry from the president new arrest tied to the attack 
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new arrest tied to the attack and new evidence of the pentagon's destruction words can't describe the way it 
is inside casualties climb and the gruesome work at ground zero we're human this is going to take its toll on 
everyone a solemn parade of funerals and of prayers the winds of war are blowing hard tonight my message 
is for everybody who wears the uniform get ready in the attack on america good evening on a saturday when 
america begins mourning its dead president bush ordering the u.s military to ready itself for war there is 
progress reported in the search for those responsible and the devastating work of searching for the missing 
does continue tonight i'm tom brokaw in new york and we've asked nbc's chris hanson to bring us up to date 
on all the day's late developments saturday a new day dawned and with it the same ponderous images 
rescue workers combing through rubble where the world trade center's twin towers once stood still 
smoldering five days after the attack long lines of worried faces looking for loved ones and investigators 
combing through rubble at the other two crash sites at the pentagon and in western pennsylvania the voice 
data recorder was recovered by investigators in the crater it was approximately 25 feet below the surface it's 
hoped that if it's in good shape it'll provide information maybe give us a good idea of what was occurring 
inside the plane in manhattan this morning a scene that will be repeated in incomprehensib number of times 
in the coming weeks memorial services this one for fire department chaplain father michael judge who died 
who was administering last rights to a fellow firefighter our 
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rights to a fellow firefighter our brother was suddenly and violently taken from us since you are always faithful 
and quick to show mercy come quickly to his aid then again outside washington this service for barbara 
olson she was much more than just a television commentator one of those people everyone in washington 
seems to know respected adored this is indeed a sad occasion one to be repeated thousands of times by too 
many of our fellow citizens and there are countless smaller remembrances too at the hundreds of impromptu 
shrines that have sprung up around the city and around the nation hopefully there's still hope in a miracle 
and i'm optimistic 9 45 a.m the president meeting with his national security team at a heavily fortified camp 
david keeps the focus on osama bin laden the man many believe is behind the attack there is no question he 
is what we would call a prime suspect for those prime suspects a vow from the president they will try to hide 
they will try to avoid the united states and our allies but we're not going to let them they uh they run to the 
hills they find holes to get in and we will do whatever it takes to smoke them out and get them running and 
we'll get them the president's remarks are the beginning of a long campaign to prepare americans for what 
he is calling the nation's first war of the 21st century we're at war there's been an act of war declared upon 
america by terrorists and we will respond accordingly eleven o'clock the pentagon officials report they've 
been able to shore up the badly damaged building and are recovering many bodies they release this 
videotape of the impact area startling 
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videotape of the impact area startling evidence of what can happen when a civilian jetliner is turned into a 
guided missile this is in a renovated section on the opposite side if you were facing the other side this is a 
hole in there was a punch-out they suspect that this was part of the aircraft came through this hole walls 


sheared away personal effects eerily intact frozen in a moment of terror you see someone's glasses here 
and some candy on the desk this office is open to the elements now but there's stuff sitting on top of the the 
file cabinets and on the desk so it survived all the initial impact four days after two jets took off from here and 
were commandeered into the world trade center austin's logan airport reopened leaving only washington 
reagan still closed tonight some security experts say it should stay closed given its proximity to potential 
terrorist targets already some airlines are feeling the financial stress continental for one cuts 20 percent of its 
flights for lowing 12 000 workers later in the day northwest also announces cutbacks day five of the 
investigation and federal agents now confirm that at least 25 people are being detained in connection with 
the attack some are being held merely because it appears they're in this country illegally but other sources 
say are getting a closer look including the two men taken off a train on its way to san antonio the day after 
the hijackings in their possession investigators say box cutters hair dye thousands in cash and unused airline 
tickets sources now confirm the two have been flown to new york for further questioning and late today 
federal agents raided a jersey city new jersey apartment where it's believed the two men once lived and the 
fbi would also like to know more about this man 33-year-old zacharias 
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about this man 33-year-old zacharias musawi musawi was arrested on immigration charges just last month 
near minneapolis employees of the pan am international flight academy alerted authorities after the man 
offered ten thousand dollars cash for time in a commercial jet flight simulator french authorities have told the 
fbi musawi is a high-level operative for osama bin laden the so-called watch list of people the fbi wants to 
interview in this case now has more than 140 names on it attorney general john ashcroft is encouraged by 
the investigation's progress we are making the kinds of contacts and developing the information that allow us 
to describe this as uh proceeding with uh reasonable success we believe that the the picture is developing a 
kind of clarity that's appropriate and we are further refining our understanding of the ways in which this 
terrible crime was developed and there's evidence now that bin laden associates might have found a way to 
profit from the devastating attack even before it happened nbc's andrea mitchell nbc news has just learned 
some startling information about how he may have raised new funds in order to finance this operation 
german regulators have asked the fbi and cia to help them with an ongoing german investigation into short 
selling on reinsurance stocks and look at these two satellite shots from 423 miles up before and after the 
profound change in the face of manhattan and perhaps the most important development today for some new 
yorkers who live near the world trade center they get to go home the question is do they want to stay yeah it 
looks all right but you know you have to ask yourself bigger questions as to whether you want to live 
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next to what happened it's obviously changed the neighborhood fundamentally dateline's chris hansen 
tonight late today word that the fbi has issued a second arrest warrant this one is also for a material witness 
this witness is not yet in custody and joining me now from phoenix is senator john mccain a ranking member 
of the senate armed services committee some very strong words from the president today the commander- 
in-chief senator mccain any commander chief has to rally the american people but should there be some 
fears as well that all islamic people around the world will begin to wonder whether war is being declared on 
them i i think uh that the president is going to reassure the overwhelming majority of islamic people all over 
the world that they're not only not our enemy but they are our friend but i think what the president is saying is 
that yesterday we prayed tomorrow we'll fight and i believe that he is entirely correct in saying that this is a 
long difficult arduous exercise i would like to see it resolved tomorrow all of us would like to see air strikes 
and invasions but i think these things take time i think we've got to exercise patience and when we do act i 
believe that if we are patient that our actions will will yield significant results which unfortunately some of our 
actions in the past have not well let's talk for just a moment about what that may mean say it is osama bin 
laden we have to go after him first and then if afghanistan or the state is harboring him we have to do some 
damage to that and then we have to find the other cells that have scattered out around the world as well and 


we have to make sure that any nation that harbors terrorists which is going on in other nations today that 
they will also pay a price for it and uh now is the time for many nations in the middle east to make a choice 
between being friendly with the united states and harboring terrorists and if 
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states and harboring terrorists and if they continue to harbor and assist terrorists then they'll have to pay a 
penalty because these people will succeed if they are given comfort aid and safe harbor in any of these 
countries and we know that they are receiving it in more than afghanistan but do we have to go beyond just 
physically wiping out these terrorist cells and find a new way to deal with so many people of the islamic faith 
who have come to hate the united states i think we do tom but i also think we have to use diplomatic 
economic and military measures one thing that most of these nations that harbor these people have in 
common is they live in abject poverty and without democracy and freedom i think it it it's a clear lesson that 
we should do whatever we can to help their economies help the the installation of the institutions of 
democracy and freedom and that way then i think that's the best way to address it in the long term and our 
message is clear to islamic people they are not our enemy we're not enraged when we see pictures of 
palestinians dancing in the street we're angry at their leaders who create that kind of environment but we 
really are in this thing for the long haul and that's where i think we're going to be tested as americans is our 
patients and we cannot we cannot attack anyone because they happen to look like they come from the 
middle east otherwise we are betraying the things we are very much trying to defend senator john mccain 
thank you very much for being with us again tonight thank you tom the grim and difficult work of digging out 
continues at the world trade center site so far 159 bodies have been recovered another 157 people are 
known to have died aboard the two planes but 4 963 people still are missing we do have the most 
remarkable videotape that i have yet to see from the day of the attack and we want to share that with you 
now it was shot by a doctor mark heath after the attack he wanted to help so he 
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after the attack he wanted to help so he put on his scrubs and grabbed a camera that he routinely uses to 
videotape accidents and he headed toward the world trade center arriving just before the collapse of the 
second tower dr heath understandably is not yet ready to talk about his experiences but we'll let this tape 
speak for him emergency medical experience all right we probably lost 200 firefighters oh my god god knows 
how many thousands of people okay so you want me to wait right here okay and stay away from any other 
high-rise building okay i hope i live i hope i live she's coming down on me here it comes i'm getting behind 
the car i'm sorry i came down i just had to help people i should have known this moment ago oh god it is 
black as note and then outside and right there a human got down behind the car you know what i can see a 
tiny bit 
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you know what i can see a tiny bit this is incredible okay i had to go find people who need help i don't think 
i'm one of them you okay sir okay can i just get a tweet off your respirator can i get a toot i'm doing a couple 
of clean breaths that's good okay back to you [Applause] oh [Applause] there's all these noises i think i don't 
know what it is they say someone needs help don't have oxygen [Music] [Applause] [Music] hello doc hey 
that guy needs some action if someone can share it with him 10-4 thanks dr heath staggered on and then 
spent the next several hours along with hundreds of other medical professionals caring for the many injured 
that day many of the rescuers at the world trade center have worked at other disasters oklahoma city the 
embassy bombings earthquakes but nothing in their experience could prepare them for what they're now 
facing a mission they're calling unlike anything else in history here's mike 
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anything else in history here's mike taibi [Music] if the collapse of new york's great twin towers was almost 
impossible to accept as true if the pictures of a gaping hole in the monolithic pentagon were just too shocking 
inevitably reality set in beneath the mountains of rubble perhaps five hundred thousand tons of it at the world 
trade center site victims were buried most of them lost but some no one could guess how many still alive the 
firemen and other first responders did their treacherous work at great risk getting the injured on the periphery 
to medical care but if human beings were still alive inside the mountains buried but holding on who could 
move the mountains and have a chance to find them we're all part of the same program under fema our 
basic premise is to extricate people out of primarily reinforced concrete buildings that have collapsed mike 
tamelo is chief of an urban search and rescue battalion based in virginia among those that raced units to the 
pentagon and to the devastation at the world trade center site in recent years these units have done their 
work at embassy bombings at earthquakes and in oklahoma city and now this the pentagon a jolting event 
on its own but especially the collapse of the twin towers does it fit any model that exists either in your training 
and your experience when you confront that scene in new york we never were able to conceptualize the 
scale of having two buildings of that dimension i think if i'm correct each one has its own zip code they're 
literally each a small city coming down in that small of a footprint this is something that we were never 
prepared for but if these urban search and rescue units were no more prepared for the scale of this disaster 
than was the general public they are uniquely equipped and trained to do a job that by any measure seems 
overwhelming in the hands of somebody who's experienced it 
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hands of somebody who's experienced it your your options are limitless mike camilo's colleague kathy draper 
demonstrated for us one of the most important tools at a training academy just outside of washington dc this 
is a fiber optic camera on a long extender that probes deep into the most compressed recesses in a collapse 
this area that we're searching is a pancake collapse and what that is is you have very limited space this is 
probably one of the least survivable spaces that you can find in a collapse but people do survive they haven't 
passed disasters though the numbers are always small these fiber optic cameras some that allow operators 
to hear and to speak to a survivor are critically important also in the modern arsenal so-called life detector 
listening devices that can hear sounds as faint as the beat of a human heart and pinpoint the source gas 
monitors that can detect trace amounts of toxic fumes or chemicals and pneumatic airbags that can lift 
massive slabs and allow a survivor to be freed for people trapped but alive in a collapsed building the 
prospects for rescue are of course terrifyingly small but despite staggering odds for someone holding on 
even days later these specialists with this equipment represent the best if not the only chance all those tools 
are at the ready so the rain in new york can pose problems for these cameras once they have that concrete 
dust it starts to get some moisture and you do have some mud it's going to be a little bit more sticky but that 
just requires a little more protection for the camera and at the pentagon as seen in this video of the interior 
broadcast here for the first time all the high-tech tools of rescue are now being used as you lift either a roof 
section off or a floor section off it will open up voids partially crushed rooms or whatever hopefully we would 
find maybe somebody alive but certainly other people who didn't make it with each passing day each hour 
more and more 
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each passing day each hour more and more Officials at both collapse sites are describing the mission as one 
of recovery and no longer search and rescue is there a point when a determination is made that there is 
virtually zero likelihood that there are any survivors and we can then bring in heavy equipment and start 
pulling the big pieces off it kind of becomes just a understood sentiment after maybe five six seven days and 
you haven't found anybody in the past four days that that time has come it hasn't come quite yet but though 
the pentagon and twin towers attacks were part of a coordinated terrorist assault they are two distinct 
incidents at the pentagon tamil says all the dead will be identified when the crash site is in his technical term 
cleaned our benchmark so to speak is maybe another week and then as we progress we adjust accordingly 
new york of course is an urban search and rescue mission unlike any in history we're out of our element in 
terms of our preparation for this we're not too terribly prepared for massive uh de-layering below ground so i 


don't think anybody has any idea how long something like this is going to take it's uh beyond our 
comprehension right now what tamelo does understand is that this job will demand of him and his colleagues 
every morsel of energy and expertise they possess oklahoma city was the biggest in history at the time 16 
story building 15 days duration 13 task forces you multiply that 100 fold or more for what's happened in new 
york it's literally hard for us to fathom and extremely difficult to try to ramp up to deal with on a approachable 
scale so they will do what is most basic in their work to just dig to look for life and just as important to return 
the dead to their loved ones they do their job you're trying to narrow your focus we take to think very 
technically very systematically you don't have time for that emotional level but when the job ends if only for a 
few hours they are like all of us 
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a few hours they are like all of us you're human beings you know your men and women who will go in and 
and find the evidence that people need to confirm the fate of their loved ones are you attentive to the 
importance of that that's uh one of the elements that we all struggle to deal with you don't stop to think about 
that during your rescue you save it till you're home with your family i know a lot of people are saying this has 
become a recovery effort but you always hold out for that one miracle you always do mike taivey tonight now 
the story of one of the many who rushed to the scene of tuesday's attack to help not a rescue worker a 
chaplain there to offer a different kind of comfort amid the hell on earth he sought to ease the victim's final 
moments to prepare them for their passage into the afterlife as it turned out he would accompany them on 
that journey dateline's dawn for tangelo tonight [Music] his brothers at saint francis of assisi in new york often 
expected father michael judge would die this way in the line of duty in the realm of danger because he was 
always there before his death father michael had requested his good friend and fellow franciscan father 
michael duffy deliver the homily at his funeral today he did michael judge has always been my friend and 
now he is also my hero he seemed to know everybody in the world and if he didn't then they know him now 
most everyone on new york's fire department knew him counted on him as a chaplain for the department for 
the last decade it was a job he relished even from his room at the friary he had a perfect view of the 
firehouse across the street he was one of the gang you know he'd come in the firehouse he with us he'd 
hang out and we got to see him quite often and 
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we got to see him quite often and he was our spiritual leader but he was he was our buddy too a buddy who 
spent countless hours ministering to those known as the bravest who often encounter the very worst 
anything you needed you needed to talk to somebody father mike was there help you through the toughest 
times and i really really wish he was here now to help us just moments after the first plane hit on tuesday 
father michael rushed with firefighters to the world trade center the first person he saw new york's mayor the 
mayor just put his hand on his house said michael please pray for us and michael turned with a big irish 
smile said i always do immediately father mike began praying for those injured and dying around him his last 
moments were lived just like much of his life and his was a fireman's death and a priest look how that man 
died he was right where the action was where he always wanted to be and he was helping someone can you 
honestly think of a better way to die shortly after his death from a heart attack the men father mike so loved 
carried him home the firemen took his body and they quickly carried it into a church they went up the center 
aisle they put the body in front of the altar they covered it with a sheet and his fire badge and then they knelt 
down and they thanked god and then they rushed back to continue their work and it seemed he was always 
at work on the shores of long island it was father mike who conducted a service for the victims of twa flight 
800. and always his message was about the beauty of freedom and the blessings of god let us always share 
it with each other and live at peace with each other difficult though it is at times the 68 year old priest was 
known to try to attend every firefighter's wedding and every one of their wakes and those still among the 
living lined up for his though 
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among the living lined up for his though not the first to die at the world trade center father mike's death 
certificate was the first issued why was michael judge number one and i think i know the reason there are 
between two and three hundred firemen still buried there michael judge could not have ministered to them all 
it was physically impossible in this life but not in the next one man's divine path ended by an evil plan yet he 
died in the line of duty in the realm of danger where he felt he belonged we come to bury mike judge's body 
but not his spirit we come to bury his heart but not his love [Music] and now we take you to the pentagon 
tonight where the death toll is believed to be 188 repair estimates are now running upwards of a billion 
dollars in the functioning part of the pentagon and at camp david tonight the planning for the united states 
military response to the terrorist acts are going on around the clock joining us now from washington to help 
us understand our military options retired army general claudia kennedy she was the first woman to get three 
stars and she was the head of army intelligence and from providence rhode island tonight retired u.s marine 
corps general walter boomer who commanded the marines during operation desert storm general boomer let 
me begin with you if i may this it seems to me is going to be a war that will not just necessarily involve tanks 
and planes and missiles and marines waiting ashore but of smaller units lean and mean special operations 
tom i think you're right it's going to involve all of the services working together that there's going to be a need 
for marines and sailors and airmen 
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sailors and airmen and soldiers and and it's going to take a while and it's going to require patience i'd like to 
reiterate what john mccain said and that was this word patience we attacked into kuwait and it took us three 
days to route the iraqis this is going to take much longer and the american people simply need to be patient 
and that's not a word that we want to hear right now but we need to go at this wisely and intelligently and 
we're capable of doing that when you attacked into kuwait however general you had saudi arabia as a 
launching pad what's going to be a land operation or a land base the united states military forces in that part 
of the world this time do you think tom i don't Know how that's going to unfold i've been really pleased with 
what the president and his team is is doing and that is building the coalition that's going to be needed in 
order to pull this off uh general kennedy let me ask you you were running army intelligence the fact that there 
are terrorists in america came as no surprise to you nor to the fbi for that matter which has been warning for 
a couple of years now that we've been really infiltrated by terrorist cells that's right tom and and first let me 
say that i think all of us uh really admire the heroism of our firefighters and the rescue workers and the 
nurses who are out there 24 hours a day now for five days dealing with this terrible aftermath of the terrorist 
attack and i would just say that this is going to be a long campaign it's not going to be one battle it'll be a 
battle over a period of time and it's going to take all of the services working together with our allies to beat 
this enemy but when you were tracking for the united states army intelligence division a terrorist around the 
world there were any number of cells not just osama bin laden maybe in afghanistan but they're scattered 
around the world including in southeast asia there tom you're right they're all over the world they're in south 
america 
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the world they're in south america they're in indonesia they're in many of the countries in the middle east and 
it's it's going to be a global effort general boomer does that mean that we're talking about a new form of a 
world war i think perhaps we are it's difficult to think about this in terms of a world war but but globally we're 
going to be engaged and i think the general is right we're going to find ourselves working everywhere general 
boomer i want to direct my final question to general kennedy because i was watching her earlier as she 
looked at those pictures of the pentagon and since we know each other i'm going to call you claudia for this 
question i could tell by the expression in your face how deeply troubled you were because you worked in that 
very area of the building that's right tom those uh those windows where the airplane went in were right near 
the windows of my office when i was there some years ago and did you know people still working there well 
uh yes i i Knew some of the people that were injured and some of the people who died five days ago and as 
with so many americans i'm just heartbroken about the loss of all of these precious lives finally general 
boomer for you you have been in combat around the world but this is a form of really intense combat within 


the continental united states tom this is new to all of us uh after spending a career in the marine corps i was 
carnage was something that i had unfortunately experienced but this tragedy uh is almost beyond 
comprehension but we must comprehend and we we must move on general walter boomer from the united 
states marine corps and general claudia kennedy from the united states army thank you both for being with 
us tonight it's usually a short trip a quick commute from the suburbs to the center of manhattan's financial 
district but on tuesday it was the distance of a 
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but on tuesday it was the distance of a lifetime tonight datelines hold a copy on one of the lucky ones who 
made it out and his long way home they'd all dressed that morning for capitalist combat in the canyons of 
wall street within hours those who could still walk were refugees dirty dazed and desperate for a way home 
for jimmy vasquenza his journey home to oxford connecticut a 90-mile trip started just after 9 a.m on the 24th 
floor of the world trade center shortly after the first airliner slammed into it the whole building shifted to about 
two o'clock this way and then it shifted back to about 11 o'clock this way and then it just kind of rocked back 
and forth it was settling into the foundation down through the smoke one flight at a time jimmy and his co- 
workers walked unaware of what was happening above them uncertain of what they would find below and 
we were moving people were saying i don't know what prayer it was but though i walked through the valley of 
shadow people on the 16th floor there was a bottleneck jimmy says he found an exit from the stairwell and a 
phone that worked like so many caught in the chaos that day he called home and i called her and i said 
honey i'm okay i'm alive like an idiot i said i'm trapped in 16. and i said don't worry baby i'll get out and i hung 
up the phone and i was looking at the other building and that's when the other plane hit the other building 
and i was on the lower floors but all the fire and the debris just you know and right then i saw this lady fall by 
the window her back was on fire and she was clawing at the air out in the stairwell jimmy says he saw 
firefighters hit it higher their sweaty faces smudged with smoke i could still see their faces it was like they all 
had blue eyes too i remember that and none of them looked 
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remember that and none of them looked afraid who could have known that many of those firefighters would 
not be seen again that never once crossed my mind that entire time until we got down to nine that the 
building could collapse down on the plaza jimmy was horrified at the sight of bodies and body parts lying 
crushed and burning amid the debris we ran through the mall which has got to be almost a block long maybe 
two blocks and then we came up by borders books out on the street now he found complete chaos no one 
could tell him what to do or where to go we just started walking down 14th street and i bumped into this guy 
named brian who you know just pandemonium he and his newfound friend carried with them only what was 
in their pockets jimmy had only seven dollars ryan a cell phone but it was perpetually busy so i just started 
going up to people on the street and giving them my phone number and saying please just call this number 
you know it's my wife i just want to let her know that i'm out and i'm alive and i don't know how many people i 
gave that out to jimmy walked three miles by the time he reached 14th and union square then he saw a 
crowd of people looking back toward downtown suddenly gasped he turned in time to see the building he just 
left crumble he and brian started walking and never looked back i didn't realize how far we walked it's miles i 
think i was at 33rd and broadway and brian had to sit down and while he was resting i just kept hitting send 
for a frannie's phone number and i got through to her and three people whose number had given to the jury 
he's out he's alive and he's just walking and he would continue to walk because something told him the 
safest place in manhattan was the waterfront so he headed east to the midtown tunnel he just wanted out 
seven miles down still 80 to go 
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80 to go when people were running up the cars and saying you know please let me get on i had my thumb 
out and brian had his thumb out we were like looking at cars and this guy pulls up in a pickup truck his name 
was frank and he just said everybody get in and myself and brian and two other guys jumped in the back for 


the better part of two hours jimmy rode through queens and long island in the back of that pickup truck 
managing to put manhattan far behind him but he still had a long way to go after traveling nearly 60 miles 
from the world trade center he wound up at a ferry where yet another stranger helped him out and gave him 
money for the ride home i only had seven dollars he gave me money i got across and then when i got to the 
other side my whole family was waiting for me there were stories to tell about this day at work stories of 
death and survival stories of valiant heroes and new friends he may never see again no no i just want to go 
home there is unprecedented security tonight as you might expect at camp david where both president bush 
and vice president cheney have spent the day they were separated for a time in the early stages of the 
uncertainty and nbc's david gregory joins us now with the latest from there what about the president's 
schedule for tomorrow will he continue to use camp david as a kind of a command post david it appears he 
will tom he'll be here for at least part of the day the white house being very careful about previewing any of 
his movements but it's certainly possible that he either stays here for the rest of the day tomorrow or decides 
to go back to the white house one thing that was clear today tom was that there was a deliberate shift in the 
message from president bush of yesterday he was leading the nation in prayer reflecting the pain in the 
country today he wanted to make it very clear sitting with his national security team as top military advisers 
that the united states was preparing for war declaring we are at war with terrorists said the president 
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war with terrorists said the president also uh for the first time uh pointing the finger of blame at osama bin 
laden calling him a prime suspect who the united states will hunt down his advisers say the president is now 
trying to not only rally the american public but to steal the country for what comes next not an isolated burst 
missile attack or an isolated attack on anyone but a long sustained campaign a military campaign that's 
going to require a lot of sacrifice david they're going to be enormous economic consequences from all of this 
one of the big lessons from vietnam is that you cannot have guns and butter will the president begin to 
address that in coming days as well he is beginning to address it he is meeting also and in contact with his 
economic team also the administration reaching out to some of the major airlines who as you've been talking 
about have been feeling such pain the white house still doesn't want to predict whether at least in the short 
term short run rather this crisis will plunge the country into a recession the economy was already on the brink 
now it's something the president has to address thank you very much nbc david gregory tonight outside of 
camp david where the president and his top team of advisors are using it as a kind of a command post 
tomorrow morning on meet the press nbc's tim russert will have the first and an exclusive interview with vice 
president dick cheney the first since tuesday's tragedy when the vice president was in the white house and 
then moved by the secret service when the airliner went overhead and then headed for the pentagon that's 
meet the press on sunday morning you can check your local listings for time because the television 
schedules may be scrambled just a bit people across the country will be seeking comfort in faith this 
weekend at churches and temples and mosques we have assembled a panel of religious leaders tonight 
joining us from new york is the reverend bob edgar of the national council of churches from washington rabbi 
david saperstein of the religious action center for reform judaism and also from washington iman muzamil 
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and also from washington iman muzamil siddiki who helped lead the nation in prayer yesterday at the 
national cathedral gentlemen thank you all very much dr edgar let me ask you at the beginning we have a 
national conference of christians and jews in this country working to have better understanding between 
those two groups should it now become a national conference of christians and jews and muslims absolutely 
tom i'm been pleased over the last few days as we've prayed for the victims and their families that religious 
leaders across the country jewish religious leaders muslim religious leaders christian muslim leaders have 
really come together to focus on healing the nation and i think it's very appropriate for us to think across faith 
lines at this time god is calling us to work collaboratively yesterday was a day of prayer but we need more 
prayer in the days to come or pastoral care and counseling more help for those who are suffering which is 
not going to be a short-term experience i believe that many persons are suffering internally and the 
psychological impacts will occur over time i would hope that all churches and temples and mosques would 


be open for comfort and care over the long haul and that we would work collaboratively together and i see 
the signs of that in the last few days let me ask iman siddiqui your faith is the fastest growing in the united 
states and yet for most americans i think that it's fair to say it remains for them the most mysterious of the 
religious experiences how do we resolve that how do we find a way to find common ground between islam 
and the muslim faith obviously and judaism and christianity in this country there is a lot of common ground 
tom between islam judaism and christianity we share many things we believe in the same god allah elohim 
allah is the same being we believe in the same prophets 
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we believe in the same prophets abraham moses jesus and the prophet muhammad all of these prophets of 
god we believe in them the ethical and moral values are the same it is very important that our three faiths we 
come together the people of faith meet and have dialogue and discussion and see what are the grievances 
that we have against each other i mean muslims should find out what are the grievances jews have against 
muslims what are the grievances christians have against muslims and in a similar way jews should stretch 
their hands and ask muslims and christians to stretch their hands and ask jews and muslims all of us we 
should do that and be sure to stop the cycle of violence the world is becoming very dangerous we are living 
closer to each other we are not like muslims living in one place christians living in another place jews living in 
another place you know there was a time when a muslim can say i have never seen a jew i had never seen a 
christian in my life there was a time when a christian could say i have never seen a muslim in my life but now 
we are living next to each other it is very important that we have dialogue we have discussion among 
ourselves but rabbi sapper signs so much of the problem in this country is that we are buffeted by the shock 
waves that come from the middle east particularly the ongoing violence between israel and the plo well that's 
true but there are a number of lessons that come to us out of the middle east one is that we cannot stand by 
when any people are attacked here simply because of who they are we just jews who have been the 
quintessential victims of group hatred over the centuries know the importance of standing up when people 
are targeted for their religion or ethnicity as we've seen in attacks on mosques and attacks on arabs and 
muslims this attack was not about israel it was not about the middle east conflict in the maine it was about a 
different vision of the world it was an attack on america's fundamental commitment and values to democracy 
and freedom and tolerance and compassion and pluralism 
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tolerance and compassion and pluralism uh israel represents those values it is one of the reasons it has 
been attacked others across the globe have been attacked and now the globe needs to come together to 
resist this it is not about israel at this time but israel standing up to terrorism keeping its cultural norms its 
civic life its civil liberties is a model inspiration and hope to america that we can well follow at this time to 
show how to defeat the goals of these terrorists but in this country should there be some kind of an 
extraordinary faith summit to have an ongoing dialogue in america at every level well perhaps but at this time 
in every community across america muslims jews christians sikhs hindus buddhists are all gathering together 
there have been interfaith services tom in virtually every major community in american life today i think what 
is happening at the local level where people live is at least as important as what would be accomplished by 
the idea of a national summit and iman siddiqui how much of this do you think is based in race because after 
all so many of your faithful are people who have slightly darker skin and they get identified almost instantly 
as arab terrorists in some communities it is very wrong to identify sim people because simply because of 
their race or because of their religion we have to find out those who have committed the crime it is not right 
to simply because of somebody of different religion that that person is automatically becomes a suspect 
person or person has a different name this is wrong uh i think it's very important that people should find out 
who has committed the crime not because of his color not because of his race not because of his religion but 
because the person is found guilty of that but that's why that's my point exactly and should that be uh dr 
edgar a a very important component in this effort to try to find some 
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effort to try to find some reconciliation in the spiritual community absolutely tom uh it is we're in the midst of 
uh talking about faith-based institutions and churches synagogues and mosques are the backbone of a civil 
society it's not so much that we need a national summit what we need is for the nation to meet in every 
church and in every mosque in synagogue and work on learning about each other we think that this is going 
to be a very difficult time much like the time after pearl harbor when people of a different color or have a 
different accent are going to be under attack and suspicion and we are a nation we are one people under 
god and i think it's important for us at this time to lift our spirits and bring hope in the midst of pain and light in 
the midst of darkness and the churches and synagogues and mosques can be the very place where that 
takes place the national council of churches and others have uh formed an alliance with the muslim 
community and the jewish community and others we think the next month should be a place where those 
religious leaders go to their pulpits go to their sanctuaries and talk about reconciliation talk about the pain 
that people are suffering and learn about each other as people because we again are one nation called at 
this very tragic time to be one nation under god together in our efforts both to care for the victims and to 
respond to the tragedies that we face dr edgar thank you very much rabbi saperstein thank you as well and 
imam siddiqui we we do appreciate all of you coming in here tonight we do we know that you have flocks to 
tend to in a matter of speaking thank you the rescue efforts have us riveted to an area in lower manhattan 
that everyone is now calling ground zero but so much more has been lost and changed in lower manhattan 
and the attack that destroyed the twin towers that story tonight from dateline's john huckenberry 
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they weren't hit by terrorist piloted planes but the buildings surrounding the world trade center took the full 
force of a gigantic shockwave on tuesday it registered 2.4 on the richter scale the collapse of millions of tons 
of concrete and steel rammed like a pile driver into the earth it's a kind of force never before experienced in 
the history of architecture and structural engineering one liberty plaza the millennium hotel the world financial 
center century 21 proud names full of bravado now humbled by rubble and destruction darkened windowless 
their steel skeletons exposed like the wounded lifeless places they have become this is actually heading into 
the heart of what everyone has called ground zero nbc's dr ian smith shot these pictures during a walk 
through the threatened american express building between world trade centers well this is ground zeroes 
each day there have been warnings of imminent collapse workers trying to search wreckage who also end 
up moving unstable ground and shaking fractured facades and shaking nerves in the process here msnbc 
correspondent ashley banfield runs with a crowd after one such warning of imminent collapse firefighters 
came out it's clear today but already these structures have taken some heavy weather friday's wind and 
rainstorm that ironically until this week they would have been partially shielded from by the twin towers the 
threatened structures radiate outward like the shock wave from ground zero engineers now need to know 
what the collapse of the twin towers did to these other buildings foundations and steel structures and has the 
debris and shrapnel that pelted these buildings done so much damage that even if they do stand they're no 
longer worth fixing in a 
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they're no longer worth fixing in a sense totaled never to be used again i don't believe that there will be any 
more buildings that will spontaneously collapse other than the ones that will be deliberately demolished 
matisse levy and other structural engineers like him will be making those kinds of decisions he knows these 
buildings well levy was the original structural engineer of one liberty plaza 30 years ago his book why 
buildings fall down is full of horror stories and technical details but his impression is that the remaining 
landmarks near ground zero are tougher than we might think one liberty plaza will not take that long to to 
repair because most of the damage is windows some metal elements so it's not that that major the amex 
building is a little more serious because they have to do structural repairs the cleanup operation may shake 
up the loose glass and other building damage cosmetic not structural but no one's going to accidentally bring 
one of the buildings down all the vibrations do not really transmit that far it's essentially similar to what 
happens during construction you can have a building being built right next to where you're standing and they 
may be digging they may be actually using explosives and yet you are you are perfectly safe in the building 


the adjacent building is perfectly safe so it's very similar to that which buildings survive and which are 
demolished will affect the ultimate legacy of this disaster and perhaps hang over new york city history like an 
epitaph new york began on these lower manhattan blocks that have symbolized economic power in america 
since before the civil war as displaced wall street firms scramble for new office space in what amounts to a 
multi-billion dollar exodus the question is will they ever come back the reality is that the major event has 
already taken place and what's going to happen from now on is repair rehabilitation because i don't think 
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rehabilitation because i don't think anything major is going to happen from this point on my prediction would 
be that something will be built there professor and president of the new york historical society kenneth 
jackson says as awful as this event is new york is a city of change new yorkers will not tolerate downtown 
becoming a cemetery or vacant memorial site new york is different from oklahoma city it's not about open 
spaces it's not about spreading out new york is about skyscrapers it's about high residential towers that's 
that's the guts of the city that's the essence of this city but beyond the heavy shovels and dump trucks in the 
end history will reconstruct these scarred and ravaged streets before this week before the oklahoma city 
bombing the worst terrorist act on american soil also happened in the financial district of new york it was a 
bombing back in 1920 on wall street scars from that distant tragedy can still be found amidst a place that has 
been completely rebuilt just as world trade center plaza someday will be what if there was some sort of 
bravado-filled impulse to recreate it exactly the way it was would it ever be possible to keep the ghosts of the 
lives that were extinguished on that day from pervading everyone who walks on those streets no i think the 
ghosts i actually think ghosts inhabit all cities and maybe especially new york those streets those buildings 
are inhabited by the ghosts of all the people who lived there before so much more true in this particular case 
because of the profound sorrow we will always and forever feel about that particular place and if one liberty 
plaza ever opens for business again how could anyone who walks through its doors not feel that this was 
once during one terrible september in 2001 the largest moored in new york city history in our minds high and 
on television 
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in our minds high and on television screens the strike on the twin towers has of course altered far more than 
the manhattan skyline lives were changed and lost the country was changed and history will be changed all 
in a few terrible moments just five days ago [Music] we have a breaking story though apparently a plane has 
just crashed [Music] a second airplane it felt just a few moments ago like there was an explosion here at the 
pentagon [Music] today we've had a national tragedy [Music] from the mountains to the prairies to the 
oceans like before bless america my home sweet home god bless america my [Applause] the deliberate and 
deadly attacks which were carried out yesterday against our country were more than acts of terror 
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were more than acts of terror they were acts of war you don't attack america like this and get away with it the 
american people need to know we're facing a different enemy using knives and box cutters and in some 
cases making bomb threats this enemy hides in shadows and has no regard for human life the numbers that 
we're working on are in the thousands [Music] i think anyone that was in that explosion [Music] we're just all 
in this together no matter who we are or what our beliefs are [Music] 700 of my families i'm just one but there 
were all 700 there's so many of them [Music] the firemen were phenomenal phenomenal they're true heroes 
they were there they went back in over and over again [Music] we will not fear though the earth give way and 
the mountains fall into the heart of 
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and the mountains fall into the heart of the sea a tragedy like this could have torn our country apart but 
instead it has united us and we've become a family [Applause] [Music] and the people who knock these 
buildings down will hear all of us soon [Applause] the missing reports is now at 4972 this act will not stand 


we will find those who did it and we'll bring them to justice this is only the first group of funerals that we're 
going to have to conduct will new york's going to be rebuilt stronger than ever before out of the blood and the 
sweat of our heroes just keep an eye on today i made a brief visit to ground zero and for all that i've seen in 
my years as a journalist i was not prepared for the overwhelming reaction that anyone would have it is a 
massive and ugly legacy to the worst kind of inhumanity but it's also a holy place thousands died there many 
of them violent deaths now they deserve peace and justice
